Gillett is the youngest son of an English- 
man, who was one of the county's settlers. 
The father died ten years ago, and Grant

Through some irregularity of dealing he left 
the county for a couple of years and after 
four years came back, secured a divorce, and 
settled down with his mother. Three years 
ago, at the age of 28, he began to speculate 
in cattle, shipping a few bunches from 
Texas and selling them to farmers. Cattle 
rose in value rapidly and he extended his 
operations, becoming the leading handler of 
feeders in the West. The first year he 
shipped 75,000 hedd and became a nabob 
among stockmen. He married the village 
schoolmistress, Alma Baumbaugh, and be- 
gan to live in high style. 


Some of His Extravagances. 

He refurnished the homestead magnifi- 
cently, built the largest barn in the county, 
put in a system of water-works, and had 
fifty to sixty men employed. Chainless bi- 
cycles were common, and he organized a 
cowboy band, which in uniform he took on 
his cattle-buying expeditions to Fort Worth 
and to cattle conventions everywhere. He 
dressed expensively and became Known as 
the Cattle King. The Governor of Kansas 
he took to his ranck on a special train last 
spring. He took a large party of friends 
to Fort Worth in a special car, and vith his 
band paraded the streets. When he wanted 
a dance he had his band play for it and in- 
vited the town. The Christian church 
preacher, H. V. Scholes, now pastor of the 
church here, was leader of his band at $50 
per month. Often he gave him $50 presents 
and kept all his players well supplied with 
extras. Gillett started to keep a complete 
set of books, but soon gave it up and kept his 
accounts in his head. It is probable that he 
does not know how many cattle he had or 
where they all are. Last year he handled 
100,000 head and this year 50,000. Of late

State Treasury Looted. 

On the morning of Jan. 4, 1883, the people 
‘of the State were amazed at the announce- 
ment that the State Treasury had been 
robbed of the modest sum of $480,000 in cash, 
and the additional sum of $80,000 in United 
States 4 per cent coupon bonds, which be- 
longed to what was known as the school 
fund of the State. 

This was bad enough, but the announce- 
ment went further and stated that State 
Treasurer Marsh T. Polk had fied from the 
eapital the night before, and that the Gov- 


-ernor had offered a reward of $10,000 for 


his capture and return. 

.. The State Treasurer belonged to one of the 
best families of the South. His uncle was 
President of the United States from 1845 to 
1849. He himself was a trained soldier and 
had won honors on the field of battle, and 
bore, as a private citizen, the highest es- 


"teem and good will of all who knew him. 


The Legislature of the State had assem- 
bled the day before, and, after organizing, 
had appointed the usual committee to settle

Jan. 7 he spent a day in New Orleans pur- 
chasing supplies for an overland trip 
through Mexico, making no concealment of 
his identity. He even discussed with the 
newspaper reporters the reports of his short- 
age, and laughingly said he was in no danger 
of arrest, as too many prominent men of 
Tennessee were implicated with him to make 
his own punishment probable. 
His confidence was either assumed or mis- 
placed, for on the next day he was arrested 
at San Antonio, Tex., upon his arrival from 
New Orleans. 
On Jan. 11, the necessary papers ‘having 
been secured, he was taken back to Nash- 
ville on a epecial train, arriving there Jan. 
153. He wasindicted the same day. His con- 
viction, sentence to the penitentiary, and 
subsequent death which averted confinement 
in that institution are the closing incidents 
in the story so far as Polk was directly 
concerned. .

ROBBERS TORTURE 
AN OLD COUPLE AND | 
SECURE A -FORTUNE. 


Aged Frenchman and Wife Living Near 
Ottawa, O., Choked and Ducked Until 
Wife Shows Hiding Place of Family 


Ottawa, O., Nov. 26.—[Special.J—An old 
couple named Moninee, who lived with their 
grandson, Christ Moninee, in an isolated 
portion of the country, near what is known 
as the ‘‘ Toussant Marsh,” were attacked 
last night in their home by three masked 
who forced the door and demand- 
‘ed that the old man reveal the hiding place 
of his wealth. It has been known for years 


|. that the,old Frenchman had no confidence in 


banks, and that. he had considerable money 
about the premises. Old Jacob Moninee is 
also noted for his determination and forti- 
tude, and all the threats the men who wore 
handkerchiefs bound over their faces could 
utter hadino effect upon him. 

Finally, the men stripped him naked and 
ducked. him in the cistern, but even then he 
refused to tell, as did also his wife, under 
his direction. They ducked the old man in 
the cold water until he was so weakened and 
chilled that he fainted away. Then the rob- 
bers turned their attention to the old lady. 
She declared they might kill her, but she 
would never tell where the money was con- 
cealed. By rummaging about the house, 
however; the men found about $40. The 
grandson, meantime, unseen by the three 
marauders, had slipped out the back way and 
‘started for the settlement three-quarters of 
a mile away. The men took the old woman 
‘out to the barn, after threatening her with 
‘a similar fate to.that of her husband, and 
tied a halter about her neck. Yet she re- 
mained firm and refused to even answer 
One of the men started to 
draw her up to a beam by means of the hal- 
‘ter, when she consented to tell of the hiding 
place of the long-hoarded wealth. The rob- 


bers took her back to the house, and shé re-_ 


luctantly pointed out three or four points 
about the dwelling where money and other 
-vatuables were hidden. In this manner they 
secured about $7,700 in cash, principally bills 
of large denomination, with some gold and 
silver, and about $4,000 in negotiable paper. 
They then proceeded to the pantry, but just 
as they were about to begin a raid a sound 
at ‘the’ back door attracted their attention 
and they bolted for the outside, to-be greeted 
with a fusillade of bullets, shot, and missiles 
from half a dozen neighbors whom the 
grandson had hastily gathered. They made 
& run for a team standing down in the lane 
back of the barn and leading to the pike, but 
as they were about to enter the vehicle one 
of the men threw up his handsand fell. His 
two companions caught him, tossed him into 
the trap, one of them cut the hitching strap, 
and they lashed their horses on toward the 
marsh. Here they'left the horses and rig 
and, dragging the wounded man between 
them, the two fled into the marsh; which 
covers several thousand acres. The neigh- 
bors returned for more aid and ammunition. 
Meanwhile, it is thought the trio escaped 
on-a train that passes the marsh early in 
the morning and went to Columbus. It is be- 
lieved by the officers here that the robbers 
are a part of the safe-robbing gang now in- 
festing this part of the State. The old couple 
are both in a critical condition. :

For 
a week or more many consumers of this 
gas in Chicago—particularly those using it 
for power purposes—have been receiving no- 
tices from the natural gas companies in- 
forming them that their-supply in a short 
time would be discontinued, as’ the quan- 
tity received here was not sufficient to meat 
the wants of all the consumers. Several of 
the large office buildings are. also said to 
have received notices, and they and a num- 
ber of concerns using the fuel for power 
purposes are reported to be making changes 
in their apparatus so as to substitute coal 
for gas. | 

The fact that .coincident with: these no- 
tices of discontinuance there should be an 
advance of 15 cents a ton in the price of 
soft coal in this market has been accepted 
by many as additional proof of the stories 
of the diminution in the Indiana gas supply.

.... Reasons for Apathy. 

There are two reasons for the apathy of 
the public on ‘this occasion. First of all; 
Jean de Reszke’ and Calvé could not come. 
That’dis’ obvious. The second reason is 
equally potent,’although Mr. Grau will not 
admit it: The public is tired of the endless 
chuin of old operas. Of course, it is easy to 
say that novelties have been tried in the 
past and failed. Calvé in Boito’s ‘‘ Mephis- 
tophele ’’’ could not draw a crowd, and no 
one cares much to see Jean de Reszke in 
Werther. But dn the former case, at 
least, the opera could not by the utmost 
stretch of the imagination be called a nov- 
elty, and it was given in a bad season, when 
nothing, not even ‘** Les Huguenots,” with 
seven stars, could create enthusiasm. It 
inay cost money to put on new operas, but 
it is absolutely essential to get the public 
necustomed to them simply in order to keep 
the géneral stock-in-trade renovated. 

What is wanted at present is a proper rep- 
resentation first and foremost of the 
Ring’ and “‘ Tristan und Isolde,”’ for the 
Wagner craze is just becoming really pop- 
ular. Excerpts .from all the operas have 
for yéars been the favorite items on concert 
programs, and at last, after half a century, 
the Baireuth master has fixed his dead 
grasp upon the public mind so strongly that 
Wagner. is demanded first and last.

_A further. proof that. gas-is not failing 
in Indiana is the fact that new. wells in new 
territory have been drilled- and show up 
with a pressure equalto that of five years 
Wells in old territory are weak,-and

JUDGE BLANDIN 


DEFIES A COURT. 


Cleveland Attorney Backs Up 


His Statements Regard- 
ing the Judiciary. 


NO FEAR OF PUNISHMENT 


Ong Threatens Contempt Pro 
ceedings, but Meets 
Ridicule. 


OUTLOOK FOR A VERDICT. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 26.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I only mentioned Judge Logue 
to commend his refusal to put the Manning 
divorce decree on the journal.

‘Cleveland, O., Nov. 26.—Judge  Blandin 
gave the above statement to THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent today on his return home 
from a business trip he had taken im- 
mediately after his sensational-speech ar- 
raigning the Common Pleas bench of 
Cuyahoga County. In further explanation 
of that speech he sald: 7 | 

“In saying what I did I confined myself 
strictly to the record in the Burke case, and 
the facts therein clearly proven. I did 
not intend to say anything that was not 
absolutely borne out by the facts developed 


in that hearing.”’ , 

'This statement put the case clearly up to 
Judges Ong, Dissette, and Dellenbaugh, and 
Judge Ong again took the warpath. 

‘‘As sure as my name is Ong,” he said 
this afternoon, “I will haul up Judge 
Blandin if I am satisfied he has placed him- 
self in contempt of court.’’ 

Then he went off to read Judge Blandin’s 
. speech again and try to make up his mind 
on the important point in question. 

Judge Blandin, however, is disposed to 
ridicule any action which Judge Ong may 
take in the premises. 

**As I told him in another contempt case 
some time ago,’ he said, “if he intends to 
bring any contempt proceedings he had 
better first go and consult a lawyer.”’ 

Then Judge Blandin told the following 
story: “Some time ago a newspaper 
writer named Fost printed an article which 
reflected somewhat sharply on the manner 
of the trial of a case before Judge Lamson. 
Judge Lamson brought him up for contempt 
of court, and Judge Ong was seemingly 
much interested in the success of the pros- 
ecution. I attempted to defend Post before 
Judge Lamson, but he owned up he had 
practically prejudged the case, would not 
allow me to make even a speech on the 
legal propositions I wanted to advance, 
found Post gullty out of hand, and sentenced 
him to fine and imprisonment. I took an 
appeal to the Circuit Court, where I got a 
reversal of the case. Then Judge Lamson 
took a further appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and, meeting Judge Ong on the street the 
next day, he said to me: * You will learn 


more about contempt proceedings when you 
hear from Columbus.’ 


a motion to dismiss the case for lack of 
jurisdiction, and the Supreme Judges did so 
promptly. Such a thing as taking an ap- 
pcal by the State in a criminal prosecution 
ufter the defendant had once been found not 
guilty was ridiculous, and the Supreme 
Court would not even listen to argument in 
the matter. After the affair was over I 
told Judge Ong, as I repeat in this instance, 
that if he really does intend to mix up inany 
contempt proceedings he had better go hire 
a lawyer.’’ 

Speaking of his position tn the Burke case 
and the motives which led him to make the 
criticisms he did on the Common Pleas 
Judges, Judge Blandim today said: 

“I represented the Cleveland Bar associa- 
tion in the Burke investigation and stood in 
the position of a public prosecutor. My 
idea of the duties of that position Is to find 
out the truth and see that it has expression. 
Some lawyers seem to think that the duties 
of the public prosecutor consist simply in 
securing convictions, but I was taught that 
he is a semi-judicial officer, and it is a mat- 
ter of record that years ago when I was 
Assistant Public Prosecutor here in Cleve~ 
land, if I was not convinced of the guilt of 
the prisoner on trial] I would recommend his 
dismissal to the court. | 

**In this case I was simply defending the 
purposes of the organization of the Cleve- 
land Bar association. The constitution of 
that association declares its purpose to be 
‘the upholding of the honor and dignity of 
the legal profession and the promotion o 
the ends of justice.’ 

‘‘Surely an attempt to purify the bench 
of Cuyahoga County is in line of that decla- 
ration.

In connection with Judge Ong’s desire to 
vindicate himself, and his: colleagues, the 
following rather amusing story is told: 

Judge Ong while discussing another case 
in which some reflections had been passed 
on the conduct. of the Judge in charge, is 
said to have publicly declared: ‘‘I want it 
understood, sir, I will vindicate the dignity 
of this court if I have to drag the ermine 
through the mud, sir.” 

Judge Blandin is still receiving letters and 
telegrams of congratulation from all over 
the State én the position he has taken.

Prof. Prescott Gives Result of 
~ Chemical Test in San- 
derson Case. 


SIX SEPARATE PIECES. 


Will Express No Opinion as to 
Whether They Would 
Cause Death. 


DEFENSE FIGHTING HARD, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Gattle Creek, Mich., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—. 
Six tiny flattened globules of glass “hat now 
are locked up in the safe of Professor Al- 
bert B. Prescott at Ann Arbor, Mich., will 
form an interesting exhibit in the trial for 
murder of Mrs. Mary Butterfield Sanderson 
when her case is heard in the Circuit Court 
of Michigan, for there jis no one here now 
who has any idea, since Professor Prescott 
has given testimony strongly corroborative 
of that formerly adduced by the State, that 
the woman will be released after the pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The proceedings in the little courtroom 
today, in which Professor Prescott was the 
sole witness on the stand, brought before 
the minds of the people who packed the 
room, stood peering in at its doorways, and 
even climbed up and hung through the 
transoms, pictures of two eerie, grewsome 
scenes connected with this extraordinary 
case. 

One was the little private laboratory of 
Professor Prescott at Ann Arbor, where the 
wizard eye of science was applied to the 
mystery surrounding the taking off of 
Rodolphus Sanderson. 

The other was the hearse house of the 
undertaking firm in Battle Creek, where at 
midnight on the night. of Oct. 12 a post- 
mortem examination of the remains of the 
octogenarian was made in the presence of 
a Coroner's jury, hastily impaneled for the 
occasion. 


Finds Six Particles of Glass. 


‘ 


The main point made in the testimony of. 


the chemist who has taught students atthe 
University of Michigan since the close of the 
civilwar was that he had examined, visually 
and by chemical processes, certain human 


remains of identity unknown to him, bu: de- 


livered into his hands by Sheriff William 
Stone of Calhoun County, and that he had 
found therein six particles of hard foreign 
substance, which on being tested proved to 
be ordinary glass; that one of these particles 


was found in the stomach and five in the in- 


testines, and that he had preserved the 
rounded globules formed by heating the par- 
ticles to determine the point of fusibility, 
mand had them in a secure place from which 
he could produce them and swear to their 
identity. 

The train on which the State's witness 
Came from Detroit was the same that 
brought Mrs. Sanderson from the jail at 
Marshall, and was late in arriving. It was 
due here a few minutes after 10 o'clock, but 
did not come till nearly noon, so the hearing 
Was not begun until 1 o'clock. 

“Professor Prescott on the Stand. 

Professor Prescott, with snow white hair 
and beard, slightly lame, is a venerable-look- 
ing man, and when he took his place in the 
stand and was sworn the crowd had already 
seltied in its own mind that he was a wit- 
mess whose testimony would be believed. 

The direct examination of the witness was 
conducted by Prosecuting Attorney Andrew 
Lockton. 

tt wus brief and to the point, and brought 
out the facts relied on by the State to corrob- 
Orate its claim that Mrs. Sanderson admin- 
istered ground glass to her aged husband in 
his food. 

Profossor Prescott said his name was “‘Al- 
bert B. Prescott,”’ that he lived at Ann Ar- 
bor, Mieh., that he was a chemist and teach- 
er of chemistry in the State University and 
had been for thirty-three years. 

In reply to further questions, he said: 

“T examined the stomach, intestines, and 
other organs of a human being last month 
at the request of Mr. Lockton in my private 
Taboratory at the university. 

received the parts examined on Oct. 
13 at 7 a. m., and from a man who gave the 
name.of Sheriff William Stone of Calhoun 
County. With him was Dr. F. F. Pitcher of 
Battie Creek, and they bore letters from the 
prosecuting attorney.”’ 

As he began answering the questions of 
Attorney Lockton the witness referred to 
manuscript notes_he held in his hands, and 
to which were attached certain letters he 

had réceived, and all matters necessary to 
give the data on which he was expected to 
testify.

He spoke deliberately and with th@care 
for accuracy and detail marking the mind 
habituated to scientific work and methods.

‘From their position would it appear the 
particles you found caused death?" | 

The witness said the particles would raise 
the question, but he could not swear they 
caused death. 


Refuses to Give Opinions. 


This was the beginning of a long struggle 
between the attorney for the defense on one 
side and the witness and the prosecuting at- 
torney on the other. in which Attorney 
Crosby tried to make Professor Prescott ex- 
press opinions as a physician, which the 
witness persistently but quietly refused 
to do. 

He took the position that though educated 
as a physician he had not been practicing 
for a long period of time and therefore his 
opinions on pathological questions were of 
less worth than those of such competent 
practitioners as could be found near any 
court. | 

Hie maintained his point and was required 
to. unswer only such questions as drew on 
his knowledge as an expert chemist and tox- 
icologist. On being plied with questions the 
witness said he had been called on to exam- 
ine the stomachs and intestines of many perr- 
sons after their deaths, and expressed the 
opinion that if more glass than the amount 
found had been given to the person whose 
remains he had examined last month the 
greater portion would have eScaped from the 
system prior to death, probably by vomiting, 
but probably otherwise. 

Here again Attorney Crosby tried to get 


‘opinions from the witness on what would 


be the effect of glass taken into the huraan 
stomach, and whether it would cause death. 

There was the semblance of a smile on the 
face of the witness as the attorney, in an 
assuring manner, said he did not aim tocon- 
fuse the witness, but Professor Prescott, 
even after the prosecuting attorney had 
witbdrawn objection to the question being 
answered, insisted that he must leave it to 
those more learned !n those lines than he to 
answer any such questions. He said: ‘ 


Explains to the Court. 

**If the court please, I will make this ad- 
dition to my answer. That I object to an- 
swering questions about diseases and inju- 
ries only because I desire the court to have 
the advantage of the most expert knowledge 
and the most competent skill that can be 
obtained, and physicians that can answer 
about diseases and injuries are always in 
reach of every court.”’ 

Then the witness testified he could not tell 
whether the glass was placed inthe stomach 
and intestines before or after death, and on 
being asked if he had made an investigation 
as to the cause of death. replied: 

** All I found requires the testimony of the 
Sheriff in any question as to the cause of 
death. I had no information of my own 
knowledge that I had examined any remains 


this examination.” - 

Then the cross-examiner went on to ques- 
tioms of the tests: for poison, eliciting the 
facts of mercury ‘and arsenic being found 
both in the stomach and in the embalming 
fluid. 

He next proceeded to try and show that 
glass might hdve fallen upon the remains 
or have been put upon them intentionally 
by some person while those remains wereat 
Ann Arbor, where they are stil), but before 
the examination was completed. 

This brought out the Professor's detailed 
story of how the examination was conducted. 


Laboratory Isolated. 
All the work was done in a laboratory used 
by none but himself, a room with but one 
door and two windows; that the windows 
when any important examination was in 
progress were always kept fastened from 
the inside; and that the door, ordinarily 
locked with a lock to which no other per- 
sons than himself held keys, during this 
test had been fastened at all times when 
the professor was not in the room with an 
additional lock, the clasp of which was 
sealed with sealing wax and stamped with 
the impress of a private seal kept always 
in the professor’s possession or in his safe. 

When asked if any one else had been in the 
room during the tests’or had seen the re- 
mains the witness said he had invited Dr. 
Warthin, professor of pathology at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in the medical depart-- 
ment, to inspect the remains and see if they 
were too far decomposed to permit of a satis- 
factory pathological examination, and that 
the professor had decided they were. 

Beyond this, he said, none could have seen 
the remains unless on one or two occasions 
when a person had come to speak to him at 


by looking at them across the room. 

Professor Prescott then explained how the 
remains had been handled and treated and 
how the fusibility of the glass particles had 
been tested by applying heat gently so as 
not to melt them entirely, but soften them, 
causing them to assume the shape of flat- 
tened globules. | 

** Did you retain these six globules?’’ asked 
the attorney.

The attorney for the defense manifested an 
intention to try and prove that the glass 
had been in some manner introduced into 
the stomach and intestines after the death 
of Mr. Sanderson. 

The witness said the outside of the stom- 
ach had been carefully washed and inspect- 
ed before it was treated and no foreign 
particles found on the outside, but when 
asked twice in succession if the glass could 
be got in after death he replied, with the 
slightest show of impatience:

The attorney for the defense in his ques- 
tioning showed he wanted to lay the founda- 
tion for attacking the identity of the parti- 
cles as glass, to pave the way for proof the 
glass, if such, might have been introduced 
after death, and for showing that glass, if 
administered, might not have been the cause 
of death. + 

When asked after the session if he in- 
tended to attack the State's evidence as in- 
spired in any part by ulterior motives, he 
said he had no.such intention. 


Recalls Midnight Inquest. 


Reference to the midnight post-morten ex- 
amination was made when the attorney for 
the defense was talking on the line of pos- 
sible attempts to place glass in the intestines 
for the purpose of creating evidence. 

He declared the whole handling of the re- 
mains, from the time of their removal from 
the grave, had been illegal. The post- 
mortem he held had been conducted in 
secret. 

This is denied. It is true, the post-mortem 
was held at night, for the sake of expedi- 
tion, it is said, but a Coroner’s jury was im- 
paneled and made up of the following per- 
sons: N. Maas, Mel Tuckerman, Charles 
Austin, William N. Dubble, Will Farrington, 
and Will F. Fischer. 

The case will be resumed on Monday morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock.

was here and drew out his bank balance, 
borrowed some money, and started South. 
He ate breakfast in Fort Worth Thanks- 
giving and has not been heard of since. 


Mania for Life Insurance. 

One of Gillett’s manias was for life in- 
surance. He carried the second largest 
amount in Kansas, $237,000, little of it being 
paid up. Last year he took $60,000, in June 
$100,000, in August $50,000, and in September 
$25,000. He said he would make it half a 
million On Monday he saidto a local agent: 

. .““Get me all the accident insurance you 
can.”’ 

‘That is a pretty big order,” wasthereply. 

**I mean it,”’ said he. 

The agent applied for $20,000 to start on 
and Gillett paid the cash premium before 
starting for Texas. Gillett insisted on his 
relatives and workmen obeying his orders 
implicitly, regardless of conditions. He was 
imperious and a dictator by nature. At times 
he had fifty buyers for cattle at his ranch 
and he was almost surly in dealing with 
them. He had buyers from all over three 
States and they waited on his pleasure. He 
would go into a herd of 5,000 in Texas, take 
a glance at them and makean offer amount- 
ing to $50,000 without a minute’s hesitation. 
Old cattlemen were amazed, but as the cat- 
tle market was he came out all right. He 
was engaged in the largest deals ever made 
im the West, buying at one time $300,000 
worth for shipment to Oregon, and frequent- 
ly running a dozen full special cattle trains 
from the Texas ranches to his home. He 
rode in a Pullman and his band with him. 
It was a strange characteristic that he 
thought a great deal of religion and encour- 
aged his men to be decent. The tendency to 
swear.on the ranch worried him. This is 
how he repressed it. One day he called all 
his cowboys in line and said: *“* How many 
of you swear when the cattle do not go 
right,” Every one held up his hand. ** Well,” 
said he, “I'll do the swearing necessary on 
this ranch and the first man I hear using a 
cuss word will have to go.’’ One of his head 
herders swore at a refractory steer that 
afternoon and was discharged. ‘‘I told you 
I’d do the swearing,” exclaimed Gillett, and 


he did. 
Gillett has but a common school educa- 


tion, but he hired a stenographer for awhile. 
After that became too slow he ‘used the 
telegraph altogether. His telegraph bills 
have amounted to $1,500 in the last six 
months. He recently offered the telephone 
company here $400 if it woujd run a line to 
his ranch and give him a long distance 
communication with Kansas City. This 
would have been done had the long-distance 
line been completed from here. His am- 
bition was to have a fine home, and recently 
he came to this city and offered $7,000 for 
the finest house in town. It was too low a 
figure and he did not get it, but he intended 
to when hesucceeded in straightening mat- 
ters out. His plan was to have a special 
train from this city to his ranch and make 
the trip daily: 

Gillett had a love for diagnonds, and not 
only wore expensive sparklers on his ample 
shirtfront, but carried a few for pocket- 
pieces, often startling his traveling com- 
panions by taking out a few and playing 
with them on the train. His wife was a 
quiet country girl, and his infant son is 
wondering what has become of the head of 
the family. The wife refuses to see re- 
porters or talk to strangers. 


Serious Complications. 

Associated with Gillett have been two 
brothers-in-law, Joseph Z. Reed, formerly 
a Rock Island conductor, and W. H. Holling- 
er, one of the county’s leading farmers. 
Hollinger’s father, J. S. Hollinger, is Presi- 
dent of the Gillespie Commission company, 
which has handled so much of Gillett’s pa- 
per. They have handled thousands of head 
of stock, and have sent out many smaller 


bunches, probably mortgaged half a million } 


dollars’ worth, and it is supposed that dif- 


‘ferent people under Gillett’s guidance mort- 


gaged the same cattle, but this cannot be 
told until all cattle are checked up. 

Today the commission men wrangled over 
their claims from daybreak until dark. 
Some found their brands and some did not. 
One commission company started to drive 
500 head to Latimer, but was stopped by the 
Sheriff. Another tried to load sixteen cars, 
taking them under mortgage, but one of 
the Hollingers presented a mortgage for the 
same brand and held to them. In the yards 
at the ranch are 5,000 head, with practically 
no feed on hand. 

Tonight the commission held a meeting. 
They have two plans. One is to havea gcn- 
eral round-up of all cattle to be found, ship 
them to Kansas City, and sort them by 
brands, then each take his share. Anotiter 


is to have a trustee or receiver appointed or 


have the deed given D. W. Naill filed and 
have an agreement that there shall be a pro 
rata of the loss, ifany. If the cattle can all 
be found the loss will be small to the coim- 
mission firms; if not, they and the Eastern 
investors in cattle paper will have a severe 
blow. It was said by a cattle man tonight 
that Gillett made half a million dollars in 
three ycars, but that it has all gone in lavish 
living and interest on guaranteed paper. He 
has at times lost immense sums through 
cattle depreciation. One deal known as the 
Stribbling deal last spring cost him $30,00v. 
Another cattle man said that Gillett’s legiti- 
mate profits have been practically nothing; 
that he has handled such immense sums 
simply through his manipulation of cattle 
with scores of herds scattered so widely that 
no one could keep check on his operations. | 
[Local commission men at the Chicago Stock- 
Yards believe the reports of Grant C. Gillett’s 
failure at Woodbine, Kas., to be greatly ex- 
aggerated. No Chicago commission firms ara 
so there is no local signifi- 
e assignment. Mu P.

pany, said he received the news of Gillett’s failure 
on Sunday from his firm’s Kansas house, in a 
telegram which said Gillet had assigned to the 
Gillespie Commission company of Kansas City.

The latter failed for a million and 
left Kansas on Monday. "The young man 
who took his life here arrived on Thursday 
and registered as Charles Wainwright, 
Omaha, Neb.

The signature on the register looks as 
though it were written in a disguised hand.

DERAILED: FREIGHT 
PLAYS HAVOC WITH _ 
WATCHMAN’S HOUSE. 


Gate Tender George Baker Is Hurled 
from His Lofty Tower by a Baltimore 
and Ohio Car—Escapes Uninjured 
from Wrecked Building. 


George Baker, gate tender at the Ninety- 
first street crossing of the Illinois Central 
and Baltimore and Ohio railroads at South 


his lofty dwelling and the tower-house and 
its heavy wooden support crushed by a de- 
railed Baltimore and Ohio freight car at 5 
o'clock yesterday morning. Baker, strange 
to say, was uninjured and suffered no greater 
inconvenience than a bad scare and the de- 
struction of a new overcoat. 

The car which wrought the mischief was 
the rear one on train No. 909, which had 
just left the yards at Ninetieth street. At 
Ninety-first street the car left the track and 
swayed from side to side, working havoc as 
it went, until the train was stopped at Nine- 
ty-second street. 

Everything in the path of the derailed car 
was mowed down as though done by a 
mighty scythe. The first object struck was 
a telegraph pole at the south end of the 
Ninety-first street crossing. The pole 
snapped like a match, and with its load of 
wire toppled over the adjoining tracks, 
Across the street, midway beween the IIli- 
nois Central and the Baltimore and Ohio 
tracks, stood an upright wooden beam, sur- 
mounting which was the little wooden house 
which did duty as the gate tender’s tower. 

Almost simultaneously with the fall of the 
telegraph pole came the crash which hurled 
Baker through space and brought his: habita- 
tion with a crash to the ground. The 
Central's suburban ticket office was 


less than twenty feet away, but escaped 


damage other than the breaking of a win- 
dow. Fortunately no passenger train was 
standing at the st@tion at the time or consid- 
erable damage and possibly loss of life might 


_ have resulted. 


When the tower fell it caught fire from the 
broken stove and was entirely consumed. 
Baker, who had picked himself up uninjured, 
save for a slight lameness, at once asked 
after his new coat, which search showed was 
destroyed.

Hundreds of persons living in the interior 
of the island were forced to walk to their 


homes. 

The wind blew at the rate of thirty-six 
miles an hour in the heart of the city. Out 
from shore the gale sped at a sixty-mile an 
hour rate. 

The only vessels to leave New York City 
today were seven steamers, and only one of 
those, a freighter, for Europe. The rest 


were all bound to Southern ports on the * 


coast and the West Indies. 

The only Atlantic passenger liners to leave 
their wharves were the Cunarder, Lucania, 
and the Atlantic transport steamer Man- 
ftou, both of which dropped anchor off 
Staten Island, where they remain.

. tenden, the firm's attorneys, who, after a 


partial investigation, turned the matter over 


to Detectives John Manley and Tom O’Brien. 


This was on Nov, 18. W. L. Dryer, credit 
man for the firm, came on and has worked 
night ang day on the case himself. 

All of the goods lost by the Chicago firms, 
so far as reported, were found in a building 
at the corner of Clark and Lafayette streets. 
The building is owned by Stephen Keating 
and was rented by Sargent under the name 
of “‘ Charles Moore.”’ 

It is said that prior to leaving ‘Rockford, 


|“ Mme. Winlake” bought, on credit, two 


swell tailor-made gowns and a sealskin 
sacque, which have not been paid for. The 
authorities have knowledge also of another 
case of alleged swindling perpetrated by the 
same people, and have recovered most of the 
goods. At Freeport, Ill., they are said to 
have represented to a Miss Nichols, also a 
milliner, that they wished to buy her stock 
and ship it to Belleville. Liberal terms were 
offered and accepted, and Miss Nichols was 
to report at Belleville at a certain time to get 
her money and to accept a position with the 
new firm at $15 a week.

ITALY’S DEAL WITH FRANCE. 


Trade Compact May Be Inimical to Ger- 
many and to Great Brit- 


London, Nov. 26.—France and Italy, after 
a decade of tariff warfare, have surprised 
their friends and enemies by concluding a 


commercial treaty which promises to shift | 


the balance of power in Europe.’ But for 
the friendship of the United States, which 
emboldens Great Britain to comparative in- 
difference regarding continental combina- 
tions, the British would be alarmed at this 
prospect of Italy deserting the triple alliance 
and adding her formidable navy to the Fran- 
co-Russian compact, which is held to be the 
inevitable result of the reunion of the two 
estranged Latin nations. ~ 

The critics here regard the treaty as a 
sequel to the Fashoda incident. France's 
defeat in Egypt opened her eyes to the ne- 
cessity of increasing the number of her 
friends. Therefore, she hastened to initiate 
negotiations with Italy, and will give her 
weaker neighbor the benefit of the minimum 
tariff long and vainly sought by the latter. 
The Italians estimate that under the new 
arrangement a million hectolitres of heavy 
southern wines, which are used in mixing 
the lighter French wines, will be exported to 
France, resulting in a great impetus to 
Italian industry. In return, France expects 
to remove the dangers of having to cope 
wtih the Italian navy in the Mediterranean 
in the event of a German war, and also to 
nullify Germany’s policy of isolating France. 

Free trade Britain has no subsidies she can 
offer to retain Italy’s support, but in the 
present position of the world’s politics she 
is not as solicitous for it as she would have 
been a yearago. What Great Britain loses 
in Italy, the Westminster Gazette declares, 
she gains in the Philippines.

The 
County Council has also laid down the rule 
that henceforth no theater or music hall 
will be licensed except on a contract that 
no intoxicants shall be sold. This policy is 
strongly disapproved by the bulk of Lon- 
doners, who resent such interference with 
Individual liberty, and the charge is freely 
leveled against the Council that all its 
puritanical ordinances operate only for the 
benefit of the regular liquor saloons. 


AUSTRIA MOURNS: ELIZABETH. 


Celebration of the Semi-Centennial of 
the Emperor’s Reign Marred . 
by Her Death. 


London, Nov. 26.—The recent tragic death 
of the Empress of Austria overclouds the 
celebration in that country of the half cen- 
tury of the Emperor’s reign, and prevents the 
carrying out of the festive features of the 
progtam. The ceremonies will be confined 
to the churches; schools, and army, and 
Vienna will be decorated and illuminated 
orly by private citizens. 

The Austrian Reichsrath assembled yester- 
day, and listened to the addresses of the 
Presidents of the two Houses, eulogizing the 
reign of Emperor Francis Joseph. The 
members, as @ rule, wore evening dress and 
decorations, but the Poles and Czechs were 
dressed in gala national costumes. Only the 
benches of the Socialists were empty, the 
members of that party heaving refused to 
participate in the meeting. , 

. About 4,000 civic honors will be conferred 
on Dec. 2, the anniversary of the proclama- 
tion, in 1848, of Francis Joseph as Emperor 
of Austria after the abdication of his uncle, 
Ferdinand I., and the renunciation of the 
crown by his father. Among those who will 
be honored are all the burgomasters. All 
the garrizons will attend church, and every 
soldier, including the retired and bronze

Holland’s Queen Refuses to Give Her

_ Consort at Marriage.

LAKE TREATY A 
DEAD LETTER. 


Imperial Defense Board Con- 
siders New Conditions on 
| Inland Seas. 


FACTS ARE SURPRISING. 


American Ship Tonnage on Great 
Lakes Far Exceeds That of 
Canada. 


ADVANTAGESINCASEOF WAR 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ottawa, Canada, Nov. 25.—In framing its 
report for the British government the Im- 
perial Defense board has.been guided by the 
existing treaties between the United States 
and Great Britain. Unforeseen conditions 
have grown up since the treaties were rati- 
fi 


ed. 

The military and naval situation has, in 
many respects, changed. New war factors 
have arisen; some have disappeared. Facts 


are brought out relating to the growth of the - 


United States maritime power that will ap- 
pear incredible in Great Britain when made 
public. 

The treaties relate to Newfoundland, Lab- 
rador, the Gulf of St. Lawrence, the coasts of 
the maritime provinces, the fishing grounds 
of British North America, and the great 
lakes. Their consideration raises questions 
affecting the security of communications 
from salt water to the unsalted seas of the 


interior, and the navigation of the great © 


lakes, canals, and river systems forming 
the boundary for over a thousand miles. 


Possible Lake Warfare. 


The movement in the United States fora 
modification or abrogation of the treaty re- 
lating to warships on the great lakes brings 
that treaty more particularly to the front, 
and from various sources in the United 


States and Canada, official and unofficial, a 


striking array of facts and figures has been 
presented, which fully bears out the United 
States’ contention that in the event of war 
the value of the lake property at stake on the 


United States side would be immeasurably | 


greater than that of the Canadian, and the 


position of affairs is consequently one in | 


which the United States is fully justified in 
considering: adequate measures of protec- 
tion, even if such measures should be con- 
trary to the clauses of the treaty. 

It transpires that in the event of the 
United States and Great Britain being at 
war, even should the former be successful in 
obtaining control of the St. Lawrence, no 
American warship over 190 feet in length 
could be sent up from the sea through the 


| locks to the interior. It is not much of a 


warship that measures under 200 feet in 
length. Great Britain holds the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence, and the greater part of 
the seventy miles or so of canals is on the 


side. 
- Whilst the entire lake marine of Canada, 
it a ars, comprises than 900 steam 


vessels, mostly small, with an aggregate ton- 
nage under 100,000, one company alone out 
of the many on the United States side owns 
a fleet of close on 100,000 tons. The lake ma- 
rine of the United States comprises in round 
numbers some 3,500 ships, with a tonnage of 
over a million and a half, and of this enorm- 
ous fleet fully one-half the tonnage is that 
of steagners. 


American Power on Lakes. . 


A noticeable fact in this connection ts that 

some 5600 of these steamers are of a tonnage 
of 1,000 to 5,000 each and over. Several lake 
steamship companies at United States ports 
are found to Own magnificent fleets, number- 
ing from six to twenty vessels each, and 
some of these fleets include scarcely any 
steamers of less than 4,000 tons. 

The United States, too, is shown to have all 
to lose and Canada all to gain in the way of 
steel plants for shipbuilding and dry docks. 
The object of.contending powers would be 
to secure points of vital importance in 
a naval struggle. It seems Canada has hard- 
ly a dock or steel plant of the largest class to 
lose where modern steamers equal to those 
Unted States owners are constantly putting 
upon the lakes could be built or put into con- 
dition for fighting, or where damages could 
be repaired. vie 

The United States side, on the other hand, 


has modern shipbuilding yards at most of the 


chief ports on the upper lakes, over thirty 
dry docks, of which eight are of the largest 
class, capable of taking the heavést ships 
afloat on the lakes, and fifteen complete mod- 
ern steel plants. 
It is not surprising under these circum- 
stances to learn that the treaty concerning 
warships on the lakes is one of the principal 
objects of consideration by the Imperial De-

fense of the Atlantic coast. 


THEY MAY FIGHT ANNEXATION. 


Filipinos Are Said to Be Strongly Op-

London, Nov. 26.—The London office of a 
Philippine company has received ‘a letter 
from its agent at Manila, dated Oct. 18 in 
which the agent says: 

** The rebels are prepared already to resist 
annexaticn. I am in the confidence of their 
chiefs, and I assure you they are quite pre- 
pared to retire to the hills if more than a 
protectorate is attempted. I hope it ‘will 
not come to warlike proceedings, for it would 
be a protracted affair. The Americans would 
not find the rebels as easy as the Spaniards 
did, for they formerly had only 400 rifles, 
while they now have 80,000 rifles and eighty 
cannon, Including several Maxims.” 

The Manila correspondent adds: ‘“‘ Ameri- 
cans are not allowed to pass the rebel lines 
without passports. A party of German 
officers who attempted to do so without 
passports were mistaken for Americans and 
were refused permission. When it was dis- 
covered they were Germans the officers were 
permitted to proceed.”

Domingo Mendez Capote, late Vice Presi- 
dent of the Cuban Republic, and now Pres- 
ident of the Executive Commission repre- 
senting the General Assembly of the army, 
expressed to me this morning his belief 
that the future of Cuba would inevitably 
be annexation to the United States. This 
he said was the natural outcome of recent 
events, but he denied that Cuban leaders 
have that aspiration.

Cubans as Police. 


Probably Havana will be policed by Cuban 
troops, whether collectively as an organiza- 
tion of the Cuban army or as individual 
members recruited into the service of the 
United States I cannot learn. From good 
authority I understand General Menocal has 
been approached in the matter and asked 
whether on the departure of the Spaniards 
he would be able to form a body of men to 
preserve public order in the town. He has 
replied affirmatively, and there the matter 
rests at present. 

In addition, a scheme has been mooted to 
form a body of mounted police for service in 
the province, to be drawn from the Cuban 
‘army. General Menocal’s opinion regarding 
a suitable officer to command this force has 
been asked, and there has been named in 
this connection [Lieutenant Colonel J.

Brewers’ Convention at Indianapolis 
Resolves to Ask Congress to Remove

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 26.—[{Special.)— 
Four hundred breweries in the States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, and Kentucky were represented in the 
Executive commititee that met here this 
week to devise a/plan for lifting the war 
tax of $1 a barrel/on beer. The delegates 
adjourned at an ¢arly hour this morning, 
after deciding on a strong appeal to Con- 
gress, setting forth the fact that the war 
tax on beer had affected the prosperity of 


the country, that it was unfair to make 2,200 
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time. Most of the brickyards have been ap- 
praised by mechanical engineers and the 
work is still in progress.

WEEK'S EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIP- 
MENTS ARE 106,103 TONS. 


Business of the All-Rail Lines Is the 
Greatest en Record Except During 
the Peried When the Bulk of the 

‘Leiter Wheat Was Forwarded — 
Trouble May Result from New York 
Differential Farese—Reduced Rates 
for Holidays. | 


Only once have eagt-bound shipments 
by all-rail lines exceeded those of last week, 
and that was for the week when the bulk of 
the Leiter wheat was forwarded last spring. 
Total shipments last week amounted to 106,- 
103 tons, against 44,661 tons last year. The 
principal] reason for the heavy movement is 
the low rate. A good European demand is 
partly responsible also. Much of the export 
business, however, would go by the gulf 
ports were it not for the low rates the Chi- 
cago roads are secretly quoting. 

Rates were to have been advanced three 
weeks ago, but the Central Traffic associa- 
tion roads have paid no attention to the re-

RAILROADS PAY IN MINNESOTA. 


Annual Report Shows Dividends 
Amounting to $16,438,160 Are 
During the Year. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 26.—[Spécial.]—The 
annual report of the State Railroad and 
Warehouse commission shows the _ gross 
earnings from all sources of the raijroads 


‘of $87,142,460. But this leaves out thie Inter- 
state business of the Great. Northern and 
Willmar and Sioux Falls, which passes 
through the State, but is not set out in the 
Teports of these roads. 

The total operating expenses for the year 
ending June 30 last show an increase of 
$1,592,000, making a total of $19,555,989. 

Up to June 30 the“Minnesota roads had 
paid dividends for the fiscal year amount- 
ing to $16,438,160. 

The gross earnings tax shows an increase 
of $9,755.84 to the State. Theeighteen roads 
in Minnesota show a decrease in surplus, ac- 
cording to the report, of $2,478,907. But 
this decrease is only apparent, not real, for 
the Northern Pacific has set aside $3,000,000 
for a further dividend on its preferred 
stock. The Great Northern has also written 
off and charged to profit and loss over 
$6,000,000 in consideration of the transfer 
of the entire capital stock of the Seattle 
and Montana to the Great Northern. The 
$2,500,000 stock dividend of the Duluth and 
Iron Range is also left out of the table. 

Six companies operating in the State re- 
port a deficit of $4,276,072: The total deficit 
for the year shows a decrease of $4,119,958 
for 1898 over the same item last year. The 
amount of capital stock and funded debt 
for the twenty-six roads reporting here is 
$1,157,061,160, an increase of $14,379,906,

Quartermaster Ludington’s 


Report on the Expend- 
itures for Supplies. 


SCARCITY OF MATERIAL. 


Over Three Million Dollars In- 
vested in Transportation 


GEN. BUTLER ON HAVANA. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—The annual 
report of Quartermaster General M. I. Lud-:« 
ington reviews the operations of his office 
to the close of hostilities with Spain. Treat- 
ing of the war as affectng the Quartermas- 
ter Gencral’s department he says: 

‘*To properly clothe and equip this large 
number of soldiers for active and immediate 
operations in the fleld was a problem of vast 
proportions. Many difficulties were in the 
way. Contracts were promptly entered 
into for all the articles of clothing and camp 
equipage for which there would be an early 
demand, great care being taken to prevent 
the supply of articles of inferior quality. 


quality used. for making army blouses and 
trousers were not to be had in the market, 
and it was necessary to have them manu- 
factured.” In the meantime, the department, 
as far as possible, endeavored to procure 
articles conforming as nearly as practicable 
to existing standards, but had to resort at 
first to some extent to the purchase of dark 
blue trousers, so that the men might be 
quickly supplied. 
| ‘‘ The prompt supply of the large number of 
tents requiréd by the increased force was a 
problem of difficult solution and called for 
extraordinary endeavors. 

“At the beginning of the war there was but 
Ittle cotton duck to be found in this country 
enirely suitable for military purposes, the 
supply having been depleted by the large 
demands for tentage for the Klondike region 
and the extensive purchases by the Navy 
department. 

** With all the perplexing difficulties con- 
fronting the department, in the matter of 
clothing and equipage supplies, in the short 
period of three and one-half months an army 
of 275,000 men was equipped with such sup-. 
plies, and the army in Cuba, consisting of 
16,000 men, leaving their tentage behind, ar- 
rived at their camp at Montauk Point, New 
York, and found a complete outfit of tents 
and clothing ready there for them.” 


Millions for Animals. 


During the war period animals were pur- 
chased costing $3,877,690 and wagons and 
harness costing $358,499. During this same 
period 838,078 tons of coal were purchased. 

General Ludington discusses in detail 
transportation during thewar. Hesays: 

‘‘From April 1, 1898, to the breaking up 
of Camp Wikoff the aggregate movement 
of troops by rail amounted to 17,863 officers 
and 435.569 men. Low rates were secured 
by the quartermaster’s department in mak- 
ing these movements, generally not exceed- 
ing one and one-half cents per mile for pas- 
sengers, and in many cases much less, and 
about one-half the prevailing tariff rates 
for freight in excess of 150 pounds per man 
carried free. 

‘‘From the declaration of war.to June 30, 
1898, this department chartered for service 
on the Atlantic and gulf waters forty-three 
vessels, with a total tonnage of 104,201 and 
a carrying capacity of 1,287 officers, 22,335 
men, with their arms, ammunition, equip- 
ment, medical and subsistence supplies, and 
6,746 animals. There were also chartered 
four water boats, with a total capacity of 
820,000 gallons; three lighters. two tugs, and

Native of Surrey, England. 

James Morgan was bogn in Surrey, Eng- 
jend, Oct. 14, 1827. His father, Thomas 
Morgen, lived the life of a country gentle- 
man, but his grandfather of the same name 
was a London banker, known In his day as 
one of the greatest English financiers. He 
took from the government the historical 
Pitt and was agent in numerous 
government financial transactions. At his 
death he left a large fortune. Thomas Mor- 
gan, though blessed with wealth, was not 
content with his English surroundings, and 
in 18438 he brought his family to America, 
settling first near Albany, N. Y. 

Two or three years later he moved to MIli- 
nois end purchased as a single tract all the 
land now comprising Blue Island, Morgan 
Patk, and the intervening towns. On the 
summit of the ridge he erected a mansion, 
modeled after an English castle, giving it 
the name “ Uswood.”’ He lived the remain- 
der of his short life upon this estate, raising 
sheep and cattle and cultivating the fields. 
James Morgan, however, did not care to live 
in the country, and while still in his teens he 
began the study of law in the office of I. N. 
Arnold in Chicago. The death of his father, 
soon after he was admitted to the bar, 
threw upon his shoulders the administra- 
tion of the estate, and he never returned 
to the practice of law. After becoming a 
silent partner in the growing. lumber firm 
his business interests kept gtowing until 
they demanded nearly his entire attention. 


Prominent in Hyde Park Affairs. 
‘In 1863 he married Miss Rebecca Allison, 
daughter of a Maryland physician who had 
come to Chicago. She survives her husband. 
For years Mr. Morgan was prominent in the 
affairs of the Village of Hyde Park before 
it lost its identity by annexation. He was 
trustee for many years and served for a 
time as President of the Village board. He 
was also a member for a period of the South 
Park board, a part of the time serving as its 
President. He gave his aid to every im- 
provement project which he considered 
would be an advantage to the city. :

closest associated with Hyde ark, he did 
not become a resident of the village until 
after the fire.

Chicago, now on service in Cuba, writes as 
follows to a Chicago friend: 

San Luis de Cuba, Nov. 2.—I suppose you want 
to know something about the people of this coun- 
try. The poorer class live by washing for the 
soldiers and by begging. We feed about 1,500 each 
day—that is, the Red Cross society does. The 
Cubans and Spaniards are all a lot of robbers. 
Chickens sell from 80 cents to $1.50 apiece, and 
when we first arrived we were asked $4 and $5 
apiece. Migges bring from 60 to 90 cents a dozen. 
A kitchén lamp that you can buy in the States for 
15 cents costs from $1 to $1.80, and lamp oil sells 
for 30 cents a quart. 

We disembarked at Santiago on Aug. 16. Our 
first night om shore was not promising. We 
camped to the left of the San Juan Hiil, in an old 
Spanish pesthouse that had just been vacated and 
fumigated the day we arrived. It was so dark we 
could not see where we were until] the next morn- 
ing. It rained continuously twenty-four hours 
after we went into camp. All we had for shelter 
were the dog tents, which three of us had to occu- 
py, though they are intended for only two. 

The First Battalion was soon sent to San Luis, 
atown of about 8,000 people, where there were 
about 2,000 prisoners, and a sorry lot they were, 
too. There are now three regiments of United 
States soldiers here, and all are colored. They 
are the Twenty-third Kansas, the Eighth Illinols, 
and the Ninth Immunes. The papers you send are 
often fifteen or twenty days getting here, but they 
are as fresh to us as if they were just off the press. 

I was appointed Provost Marsha! of San Luis 
by General Ewers, and held the position until I 
got sick. When I was well again I had to report 
back to my company, as other officers were then 
sick. I have been acting Adjutant and Major of 
the Regiment, and if the Colonel is not careful I 
will be Colonel myself some day. I have seén 80 
many horrible things since my arrival I think I 
will be gray-haired in two yeafs if I stay that long 
in Cuba. |

“We have no reason to believe in Wis- 
consin that Michigan will not resume rela- 
tions with us, and the little misunderstand- 
Ing which the two schools had some time 
ago was all a matter of foolishness, and had 
either of them at the time it occurred 
really considered the matter in the right 
light there would have been games between 
the two some time ago. We have never, I 
think, believed that Michigan would refuse 
to meet us, and. Michigan has not felt to- 
wards us as they should. It has been mere- 
ly a matter of who will break the ice. 

‘We have not ventured for the reason 
that there has been no place for us to meet. 
Chicago is the only central point, and, of 
course, it is a great thing for any college 
to play games here, for there are more 
chances of remuneration here than at any 
other place. But Chicago has had the sit- 
uation to itself, and two games here would , 
not be as paying as one. 

I believe that the next year will see a 
more varied schedule, and many of the col- 
Ieges which have not had games with col- 
leges which they should have. played will 
get them. Purdue.should be included in 
this class, and Minnesota, which furnishes 
good games, should also be on the list.’’ 


“Will Chicago and Wisconsin play 
again?’’ was asked.

. New Romance by Chambers.

city. The author has chosen a middie and 
judicious course as a historical novelist. 
which ts distinctly commendable. He 
might on the one hand have attempted to 
vie with Zola in order to produce a second 
* DébAcie,”” or he might. on the other hand. 
have written an entirely {maginary story 
which would have served equally well inthe 
environments of Moscow or Santiago. In- 
stead he has written just enough of the real 
history of the war to bring the scene vividly 
before the eyes of the reader without at any 


. time overloading his tale with those unne:es- 


sary detatis which given in a professedly 
historical work like the “ Déb&cle”’ are 
apt occasionally to weary the lover of fic- 
tion even if they do not actually obscure the 
main tssue. 

Mr. Chambers takes it for granted that 
the reader is more or less familiar with the 
main events of the period, and describes 
onls so much of the siege as would really 
have come under the observation of the one 
or two spectators who take part tn the story, 
only stopping occasionally to throw in a 
paragraph of genera! history, without which 
events as they happened would appear a 
hopeless fumble of tnconsequent happenings. 
To make his account more natural! he has 
taken as the twin heroes of the novel two 
American war correspondents, who, while 
they could not of course achieve a birdseye 
view of the situation, were at least in as 
many places at one time as any self-respect- 


ing correspondent ought to be, and also as- 


sumed a knowledge of the whole course of 
events, entitling them to a more patient 
hearing than would be the case with any 
ocommander-in-chief who was only an or- 
Ginary soldier with a mortal’s liability to er- 


ror. 

Here and there one may detect an alto- 
gether too modern note in the language and 
attitude of these young journalists; but then 
they were American journalists, and as such 
may be excused if they appear to be occa- 
sionally ahead of their time. As far as ad- 
venture goes, they have enough of that and 
to spare. Robert Chambers is as good a 
story teller as any schoolboy could wish to 
spend a holiday with, and even men who 
have left schoo] and are stil] boye at heart 
will take an infinite pleasure in this rapidly 
told tale of a journalist's experientées in a 
city hard by the enemy, ruled by a 
mob, and torn by internal dissension. 

As far as their professional duties go. these 
correspondents cannot be said to be an 
enormous success, because at the critica! 
moment they find themselves in love with 
two charming Breton girls who are left un- 
defended amidst the horrors of the beleag- 
uered city, and from the time of their first 
meeting with these sisters they are far more 
engaged in securing their safety than in 
wetting news to their respective papers. But | 
in a novel this is exactly as it should be, es- 
pecially when the love interest in the story 
is dealt with in that pure spirit of romance 
which may be altogether false yet is alto- 
wether delightful. At all events the author 
does draw a pretty picture of these helpless, 
innocent, yet fearless girls who live in an old 
world atmosphere bequeathed to them by 
an uncle who kept an aviary and a tame 
lioness by name Schéhérazade. The picture 
may be much idéalized, but the most cold- 
blooded reader will not fail to fall in lave 
with the central figures, and having been so 
foolish himself he will sympathize strongly 
with the young journalists who actually did 
so in flesh and blood, and for that reason he . 
will follow their fortunes to the end trre- 

tive of the claims of their respective em- 
in New York. 

Jim Harewood, the younger of the two, 
does for a moment listen, to the call of duty, 
although with the perversity of youth he 
listens just when he ought to have been 
deaf. Having already compromised one of 
the sisters he determines in reckless fashfon 
to run the lines and get his. hes to the 
outside world at the time wheft he should 
never have thought of abandoning the wom- 
an he has sworn tolove. A swift retribution 
him at the fight about “ Le 
Bourget,”’ in the shape of a Prussian bullet 
in the leg, and by extraordinary luck he gets 
carried back wounded to the jterre Fort, 
where he is found and nurged py his swect- 
heart.

S. Steele Finley Sorts Bills, Detects Counterfeits, and Enumerates 
| Vast Sums of Money Every Day in the Chicago Sub- 
treasury, Where He Is Considered a | 
Veritable Wonder. 


teller ’’ of the United States Sub- 
treasury over in the Rand-Mc- 
@ Nally Building, is the champion 
money counter of Chicago. Every 
day he counts between $300,000 and $1,500,- 
000. Mr. Finley's record breaking count, 
however, far exceeds the latter figure, for in 
one day, of only six or seven hours, he once 
counted $1,007,000. The teller has held his 
sition nearly five years, and in that time 
e has counted much more than half a biilion 
dollars. It is said that in all probability no 
man in the country has counted so large an 
amount in an.equal length of time. x 
’ The assorting teller counts all of the paper 
money which comes into the Subtreasury. 
He sorts out all of the bills which are worn 
and soiled and unfit for circulation and sends 
them to Washington for destruction. Paper 
money pours into the Subtreasury from all 
of the banks in Chicago, from the custom- 
house, the internal revenue office, the Post- 
office, and army sources, and the task of 
handling the vasc« quafitities is tremendous. 
The daily average which Mr. Finley counts 
is half a million doNars, and for every dollar 
of this he. !s personally responsible to the 
United States government. He has acquired 
such facility in counting during his long 
period of service that he can count between 
7,000 and 7.500 bills every hour in the cay. 
The magnitude of this feat will be appre- 
ciated when it is explained that the teiler 
must make good to the government every 
counterfeit bill which slips through his fin- 
gers. It will be difficult for the average man 
to understand how a teller can spot counter- 
feits when bills are flying through his fingers 
at the rate of about two each second. But 
Mr. Finley does it with great success. 


Easily Detects Counterfeits. 
Very likely he is the most expert personin 
that line in the city, for nearly every bank in 
Chicago has sent counterfeits to the Sub- 
treasury to be passed upon by Mr. Fin'ey. 
During his entire term of office only three 


past the teller, and only one of these should 
be counted clearly against him. The three 
together aggregated $220, which was taken 
from his salary. 

When he first began work as assorting 
teller Finley let a $20\counterfeit bill get by 
him undetected and sent it to Washington. 
Not another counterfeit evaded his eagle eye 
until the $100 bill counterfeits came along 
about a year ago. Before the teller was 
warned of the issue he passed two of the 
bills and $200 was subtracted from his salary. 
A former teller once passed a $500 counter- 
feit bill, although he had been warned that 
it was in circulation. Despite the fact that 
he had been warned Congress nevertheless 
made good the man’s loss by paying him 
back the $500. Although Mr. Finley had not 
been warned of the appearance of the $100 
counterfeits he has not as yet been reim- 
bursed for his loss. 

All the paper money which comes in is 
dumped on Mr. Finley's desk behind the 
bars at the Subtreasurer’s office. The as- 
sorting teller then proceeds to do five or six 
things at once. He: ipooks out for counter- 
feits, he counts the bills, he picks out the 
bad money which he thinks unfit for further 
circulation, and he places the bills in dif- 
ferent piles according to their character and 
@enomination. By vigorous radical! treat- 
ment the paper money circulating in Chicago 
has been so thoroughly weeded out that it is 
now in good condition. Formerly it was in 
worse condition than that of any other city 
in the United States. Then, about three 
times as much money was withdrawn as at 
the present time. Now about $2.000 is with-

the bad and soiled bills which find their way 
to the Subtreasury from every section of the 
city. So far as is known no one has ever 
occupied the position as long as Mr. Finley. 
Two men have died while occupying the post, 
and it was supposed that in each case death 
was caused by the microbe infested bills. 

The worst infected money comes f the 
lower classes of foreigners, who use old 
shoes, stockings, ash piles, etc., for banking 
purposes. Only the man who leans over 
such piles of money all day long, fingering 
each bill, really knows how bad it is. The 
odor arising from it is often sickening, and 
on several occasions the teller has had to 
disinfect rolls of money with chloride of lime 
before it could possibly be handled. 

The danger from breathing the disease 
laden air above the bills is not the only peril 
which the teller must guard against. Often 
the danger of being inoculated with some 
disease is imminent. If the teller has even 
the tiniest scratch upon his hands, wrists, or 
fingers he covers it carefully with collodion 
or court-piaster. 

“Mr. Finley’s predecessor was once badly 
poisoned in handling soiled bills. He came 
to the office one day with a little scratch on 
one of his fingers. He had not covered the 
wound or endeavored to protect ft In any 
way. A soiled bill came in contact with the 
scratch or germs from the bills got into it, 
and blood poisoning resulted. he finger 
swelled until it was as large as a sausage 
and the poison went through the man’s en- 
tire system. The poison ultimately caused 
an eruption on the neck of the sufferer. Two 
surgical operations saved the man’s life. 


Requires Frequent Change. 


Mr. Finley is a stout, vigorous young 


man, who apparently could stand almost 
anything, but after sixty consecutive days 
at the assorting desk he has to leave his 
cage for a month and work in another de- 
partment of the Subtreasury. Once a year 
he gets a two weeks’ vacation, but if he 
succeeds in getting a little color in his face 
during that period it doesn’t take many 


days over a pile of dirty bills to make it 


disappear again. 

Fortunately for Mr. Finley, the banks of 
Chicago have recently relieved him of a 
share of his disagreeable work, as well as 
some responsibility. The banks now sort 
all of their money before they send it to the 
Subtreasury. All of the bad money which 
is to be withdrawn they put in envelopes and 
seal. In this shape it goes to Washington. 
Mr. Finley does not have to open the en- 
velopes to sort the bad money, and he is not 
responsible for the amount contained in the 
packages. 

Mr. Finley was asked to explain his re- 
markable record in detecting counterfeits. 
“The counterfeiter nearly always falls 
down so badly In one or two.places that an 
expert can spot the bill at once,” said Mr. 
Finley. ‘‘ He makes his mistakes most often 
in reproducing the seal. I guess I had bet- 
ter not say just where he blunders, for if 
the facts became known the makers of the 

queer might improve too rapidly. 

“Once in awhile, however, a counterfeit 


will be turned out which has none of these 


definite faws. I remem one instance in 
particular. A bill ro out which was 
clearly a counterfeit; yet no expert was 
ever able to pick out a single definite flaw 
and say that any of its features was or was 
not on the good bill. In that case we told 
by the general aspect of the bill and noth- 
ing else. In counting I work so fast that I 
only have a fraction of a second to look at 
each bill, unless I Suspect one. Then, of 
course, I examine it. We get used to watch- 
ing for the definite features which charac- 
terize the various counterfeits, and so catch 
the most of them easily.

CURE FOR ROUND SHOULDERS. 


Nourishing Food, Exercise, Attitude, 
and Regular Hours as Remedies 
for the ‘Stoop. 


To cure round shoulders, says “a woman 
who knows,” the best and most nourishing 
foods must’ be taken, as weakness of con- 
stitution or health is ohe of the first causes 
of round shoulders. You should take a 


strong iron and quinine tonic, ana if it is 


cold weather when you begin the cure take 
codliver oil as well. If this is apt to dis- 
agree take cream instead. You must keep 


‘regular hours as to meals and sleep and 


have plenty of outdoor exercise, only with- 
out undue exertion. Walking is about the 
best exercise to take, though riding and 
bicycling may be indulged in when you are 
getting better. , 

You -must be careful to sleep on a hard 
mattress; never on a feather bed; and you 
must also take care that your pillows are 
not raised too much, as this is apt to throw 
the head forward and add to the rounded 
shoulders, instead of making them any bet- 
ter. You must be careful always to walk 
straight, and never lounge along the road. 
The way to do this is to hold the shoulders 
well back, the chin well in the air, to look 
straight forward on a level with your eyes, 
and never droop the head and go through 
life looking for possible pins on the ground.

Founded by Michael Dunn. 


This West Side home for ex-convicts was 
Started in 1883 by Michael Dunn, who for 
thirty years had been a prisoner in British 
penal institutions. Michael Dunn reformed 
as it were in the twinkling ofaneye. It was 
the case of a change “ over night,” as he 
himself expressed it. He went to bed bad 
and arose good. Dunn carried on the work 
for five years and then left for Detroit, where 
he established a similar institution. From 
there he went to Philadelphia and from there 
on to Brooklyn, where he died. In each 
of the three cities homes which he started 
are still thriving. Ten years ago the pres- 
ent superintendent of the home succeeded 
Michael Dunn. Up to that time the institu- 
_— was simply a refuge for released con- 
victs. 
and the result was that some men were re- 
ceived who entertained no serious purpose 


of reformation and whose presence in the. 


home proved demoralizing. The broom fac- 
tory was established and an incentive in 
the way of good pay was given the men to 
spur them to honest effort. 

When the parole law went into effect two 
years ago the Board of Pardons sitting as a 
Parole board adopted the rule that no man 
should be released upon parole until emplo 
ment had been secured for him. This open 
a new field of work for Superintendent 

- The association which he repre- 
sents promises employment to as many pris- 
oners as the work in the broom factory will 
justify. When the work benches are filled 
Mr. Dodds goes about the city to employers 
of labor and seeks positions for his protégés. 
He carries with him a list of the men who 
have been promis paroles if they can 
secure employment and opposite the nam. 
of each man is set the kind of work which 
he is able to do. . 

The anxiety of many of the prisoners who 
have been promised release on the promise 


of employment is pathetic. Many of them , 


are utterly friendless and were it not ‘or 
the active mtérest of the officers of the 
Honoré street home they would be compelled 
to serve out their entire sentence simply be- 
cause they have no one to interest himself 
in their welfare. On Superintendent Dodds’ 
list today there are the names of seventy- 
two JolHet men whom the Board of Pardons 
would discharge on parole temorrow if 
some one would only offer them work. There 
is no disguising the fact that the men who 
are willing to take ex-convicts are only 
about one in ten. It is easier to obtain em-

assault than it is for one whose sentence was 
due to theft.

The Dutch peasant who has recently be- 
come a walking advertisement for a certain 
kind of cough sirup and complexion bleach 
believes in the power of silence. With never 
a word—perhaps, indeed, she can utter no 
word of English, since she is undoubtedly a 
recent importation—does she promenade 
the down-town district. Her full, short 
skirts, each one a little longer than the one 
above it, stand out from her rounded waist 


much after the fashion of the fluffy skirts 


of a ballet girl. A square headdress sur- 
mounts her placid brow. And upon her back 
is a great sign telling the world at large the 
wonderful properties of her chosen medic- 
aments. 


No Limit to the Fakes. 

Uncle Sam, a veritable figure from the 
comic magazines, has paraded State street 
continually ever since the beginning of the 
war excitement. It would be much harder 
to make mention of the articles which he has 
advertised than those which he has not. 
Silent, stately, in spite of his intentional 
lankiness, he meanders around, his pale, 
long face alight with a whimsical smile, 
his genuine carpet-bag telling the story he 
is paid to make known. And a true gentle- 
man is Uncle Sam, as, indeed, he ought to be, 
the friend of distressed women anxious to 
cross the crowded street, the confidante of 
numerous teamsters and policemen. 

Being asked once if he would consent to 
pose for a passing pec .rian’s camera he 
consented, with a courteous smile, stood 
motionless while the picture was taken, 


lifted his hat gracefully, and passed on with- ~ 


out a word. The Stars and Stripes are ex- 
tremely noticeable in his attire, and his 
bell-shaped white hat might have been 
modeled directly from the one which the 
Uncle Sam of the humorous press invariably 
wears.

A pair 
of reindeers performed a like service for 
some articles of Icelandic origin. A black 
sheep has often walked up and down State 
street when a play of similar name was in 


town; even now a flock of geese are driven 


here and there about the city for advertising 
purposes once in a while. Monkeys, snakes, 
burros, coffins, even, have been pressed into 
the service of the eager advertiser many a 
time in Chicago.

Relief in Sight for Some. 

On Wednesday last Superintendent Dodds 
paid a visit to Joliet. He carried with him 
some good news for a number of convicts 
awaiting release on parole. Work in other’ 
lines has been obtained for some of the men 
in the broom factory, and their places will 
be taken by the same number of young 
fellows with the prison pallor still on their 
cheeks. Some of the older hands at the 
Honoré street workshops will teach the re- 
cruits how to make brooms, and in a few 
weeks they will be able to earn fair wages 
at piece work. It costs about $1,800 a year 
over and above the profits of the broom 
factory to support the ex-convicts’ home. 
It is with great difficulty that this money 
is secured, and those whose work it is to 
go to charitable people to get the money tell 
plainly and frankly why it is so hard to 
raise funds. There are a few people who 
give willingly, others give smali sums grud«- 
ingly, while still others who give thousands 
of dollars a year to various charities refuse 
to give one cent toward helping to put an ex- 
criminal upon his feet. One man popularly 
supposed to be one of the three richest men 
in Chicago said bluntly the other day to one 
of the officials of the home: “ I'll give any 
amount of money toward the education of 
the young in such lines that crime may be 
prevented, but I'll never give one cent for 
work which has for its object the reforming 
of convicts. It is throwing away money. A 
man who has been to State’s prison is bad 
through and through, and for him there can 
be no reformation.. Start something else 
and I'll give, but for this not one penny.”’ 
“Phe belief that this rich man holds,”’ 
said the superintendent, “is that of the ma- 
jority of people. In truth, they are blind to 
the facts. We know just where the ex- 
convicts with whom we have had to deal 
are at the present moment, and the state- 
ment that 70 per cent of them have held true 
is in reality a little short of the mark.”

To eastern Asia and Oceanica the United 


lions of American capital are about to be 
invested in the building of a railroad. Every 
nation in the world having commercial in- 
terests in these seas has a fortified naval 
station there except the United States—the 
country after Great Britain having the 
greatest interests there. In all Asia and in 
Oceanica the United States has not estab- 
lished a coaling station even. Until Dewey 
landed at Cavite there was not am inch of 
territory in Asia or Oceanica over which 
flew the United States flag. The commerce 
of America wandered alone and unguarded 
through the continents and islands of the 
Orient. In spite of the heavy purchase of 
American products by the far East the bal- 
ance of trade with that section of the globe 
has been against the United States. But the 
tide has begun to turn, and! there is every 
reason to suppose that in a few years it will 
be greatly in our favor. A late consular re- 
port says that the balance of trade with 
China is already in our favor, so rapidly 
has the demand for American goods in- 
creased in that country. 


Apt to Ignore Foreign Trade. 

As has been said, no people in the world 
are so ignorant as the mass of Americens 
of the extent and direction of their foreign 
trade. Touch one part of England's great

Eastern question. 
American Commerce Not Forced. 
Unaided by government, the great com- 
mercial interests of the United States in 
Asiatic waters have reached their present 
proportions by the natural course of events 
and by the natural gravity of trade. It is 
not a forced commerce, such as Germany 
and France seek to build up. For those 
nations to object to the United States safe- | 
guarding this trade is like the holder of 
one share in a stock company objecting 
to the holder of many shares voting at a 
meeting of stockholders. The United States | 
did not seek to get into the Eastern ques- 
tion, but she is there, and she finds her 
best market, next to Europe, in Asiatic 
waters. Suclivast and rapidly increasing 
interests cannot be abandoned nor handed 
over to the powers of continental Europe 
for them to fight for among themselves. 

The retention of the commerce of the East 
and its development and the ‘*‘ open door”’ 
in Asia are of moment to every man, woman, 
and child in the United States. Trade there, 
especially with China, is advancing, ac- 
cording to a late consular report, “* by leaps 
and bounds,” and is just peng to fulfill 
the predictions made by wise and far-seeing . 
men many yars ago.

He somehow sold 
his bonds, and then, the existing lines find- 
ing he was:in: earnest, began an active 
opposition, which employed every weapon 
that wealth, experience, and ingenuity could 
suggest. They fought him in the courts, 
they contested his right-of-way, fought him 
in the Legislature of every State entered, but 
Stillwell went steadily . forward, buying 
roads, 
nect them, and extending his.line South. 


They Said He Couldn’t, but He Did. 

Shortly after the great Athison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé system went into a receiver's: 
hands with its disastrous results upon the 
standing of American railroad properties in 
Europe ‘and this country, Stillwell was 
obliged to raise $10,000,000.. He- went to. 
New York, and Wall street laughed at him.. 
The strongest. financiers of the street told 
him to go home, and abandon any attempt to 
raise money when gold dollars were consid- 
ered indifferent collateral. Stillwell forth- 
with determined to go to Amsterdam. In 
that old conservative community whereany 
proposition, whatever its nature, is scanned 


from top *0 bottom and considered for weeks 


before it acted on, Stillwell found fresh 
buyers forthis bonds. There were even then, 
although was some.months prior to the 


Chicago convéntion of 1896, signs in plenty 
that one of the great political parties would 
nominate a candidate on a platform tending 
to unsettle confidence.

Legal. Machinery Too Slow. 

Stillwell grew tired of awaiting the result 
in the courts and began a ship canal around 
Sabine Lake seven miles long. In the face 
of litigation and derision he got the money 
for it. Three miles of the gigantic ditch,. 
which is cut through blue clay, are fininshed. 
The rest will be done in a year. Stillwell 
didn’t wait for the completion of the road 
south to begin its northern extension. By 
purchase of existing roads he secured a line 
to Omaha after announcing that he proposed 
to ‘tap the wheatfields of Manitoba, whose 
products, Hike those of the grain-growing 
States, Europe needs. He proposed to carry 
that export traffic to the guif and ship it 
from there, he said, thus saving a rail haul 
from 750 to 1,500 miles. He filed a charter 
in Missouri a month ago which seems to 
indicate the purpose ‘of pushing the Gulf 
road up to the snows of the North will not 
be long delayed. Within two months, he 
has secured a line to Quincy.and by the 
building of an extension to Beardstown can 
make a: connection with the Baltimore and:

with “United States Treasury’’ painted over 
the door. Next to that was a large board 
showing in figures the production of silver 
in-this country. Mr. Stillwell used large 
dummy silver dollars and imitation bags of 
silver to illustrate his lecture. | 

“ Here is the United States Mint, here is 
the Treasury, over there is the mine-owners’ 
bullion,”’ said Mr. Stillwell, pointing to the 
imitation objects on the stage. 

** Now let us illustrate the present method 
of coining silver. The United States 
ing to.coin $60,000,000 of silver.’’ 

Mr. Stillwell went to the United States” 
Treasury, took out two bags of coin, rep- 
resenting $60,000,000. He carried them over 
and exchanged them for silver bullion worth 
that much; he deposited the silver bricks in 


the mint and then opened the mint door and | 


took out bags representing 120,000,000 silver 
dollars. Half of this was returned to the 
United States Treasury and the rest put in 
circulation, and each of the 60,000,000 dollars 
was worth 100 cents on thedollar. Hesaid: 

** You ask, why is that silver dollar with 
only 50 cénts’ worth of silver in it worth 100 
cents? Because here in the United States 
Treasury is the other 50 cents of the dollar 
in another silver dollar just like it. 

** Now let us see how the free coluage idea 
would work. Now the United States is go- 
ing to. buy up all.the silver production in this 
country and Mexico. So here comes the 
Mexican and says: 

*** Mr. United States, here I have 60,000,000 
dollars’ worth of silver bullion; I would like 
to have it coined into silver dollars. “— 

Mr. Stillwell carried the $60,000,000 in 
bullion over to the mint and took out 120,- 
000,000 silver dollars and put them over on 
the bullion table. Then he pulled down a 
large map of the United States and hung tin 
tags up on different silver producing States, 
and Territories. 

** Here's Mexico, produced $30.000,000 of 
silver last. year; we give her $60,000,000.”’ 
Mr. Stillwell hung a tag miarked $60,000,000 


‘on Mexico. 


*“‘Idaho gave us $2,000,000 of silver and we 
will give her $4,000,000 for it.’”’ 

And so in turn Mr. Stillwell hung a $1,400,- 
000 tag on Nevada, a $16,000,000 tag on Mon- 
tana, an $8,000,000 tag on Utah, a $1,500,000 
tag on Arizona, and a $30,000,000 tag on Cole- 
rado. He said that represented the silver 
dollars that would be given to Mexico and 
those States and Territories if there was 
frec coinage. 

** Now the bullion came from the people 
who owned mines where those tags hang,”’ 
said Mr. Stillwell, ‘‘and one-fifth of the own- 
ers of those mines live in Europe. That 
bullion did' not come from the workingmen. 
It came from the mine-owners, and they get 
the coined dollars for it. I'd like to know 
how anybody down here is going to get some 
of those dollars.”’ 

Mr. Stillwell swept his hand down over the 
country east.of the Rocky Mountains. - 

He threw open the Treasury door. “ We 
have given the mine-owners everything and 
robbed the Treasury. ‘The United States 
Troasury has gone out of business, and we 
might as.well hang out this sign,’’ he said. 

Mr. Stillwell hung a “* For Sale ”’ card over 
the Treasury door, and there was a great 
laugh by the audience. 

Keeps Up Old Friendships. 

Stillwell. passes through Chicago in his 
private car often and frequently calls on the 
one or two life insurance men who encour- 
aged him ten years ago. One dmy he took 
half a dozen distinguished European finan- 
ciers, among them a couple of English.no- 
blemen, into the little office of an old fel- 
low solicitor and introduced him to his 
party as the man who made him, by encour- 
aging him, when everybody else stigmatized 
him as an impracticable dreamer. He has 
sought out other old friends and put them 
in the way to better things.

NE of the most recent issues of the 
German illustrated weekly, Jugend, 
is a refreshing departure from the 
conventional, both in subject, treat- 
ment, and art methods. It is called 

“Bacchus” number and the entire issue. 

is given over to the sunny side of wine. 
drinking. 

The color effects have nothing in common 

with the well-known American illustrated 
publications, giving an impression of solid- 
ity and fidelity to nature which is rarely at- 
tempted in illustrative work. There is a 
luster about the purple grapes and the 
autumn leaf colorings that reminds one of 
the Flemish still life painters. The issue, like 
all the work of the Jugend, is characterized 
by correct drawing and artistic conceptions, 
but no black and white reproduction can 
do it justice. 

' The Jugend is published in Munich and 
:Leipsic.. It would not require a shrewd guess 
to credit the art work to Munich, the city of 
unapproachable show printing. 

The cover is given over to a colored sketch 
of a tavern scene. A tired Flemish cavalier 
is standing with head thrown back, eyes 
closed, his pipe in his left hand, draining 
a@ huge flagon, while the landlady looks on 
in amazement. 

The inside cover is a reminder of Greek 
traditions, containing a wash drawing of a 
terra cotta Bacchus head by Isidore de Rud- 
der of Brussels, which is accompanied by a 
versified dedication of the number to the 
‘god of joviality and fellowship. 

The masterpiece of the issue is, however. 
a wonderfully well drawn and finely colored © 
figure of a woman with bare necks and arms 
Picking grapes. This illustration, by Hans 
Christiansen of Paris, is the companion of a 
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four-stanza drinking song by Friday Schanz. 

Another color page by R. M. Eichler of 
Munich is devoted to student life. 

There is a breath of the medieval in the 
illustrated story of the rich Count of Rudes- 
heim, who loved a maid, met with a cruel 
repulsed, and hied him home to find comfort 


in his wine cellar. 


The reading matter is as quaint as the il- 


lustrations. 


The first article is a versified 


warning to the young to eschew brandy in. 
favor of buttermilk, and to give up spiritu- 
ous liquors for the delights of lemonade.

APPLES TOO CHEAP IN AMERICA | 


Changed Conditions Resulting from the 
Planting of Large Orchards in 
the West. 


Along the Hydson River fruit region anda in 
the western part of the State the apple or- 
ehards are shining golden and green with 
the fruit of another crop, and the grovrers 
ate-anziously asking themselves if thc low 
Yalues of two*seasons ago are going to pre- 
Vail again this year.

The fact that arsenic as well asstrychnine 
helps the formation of adipose tissue when* 
taken into the human system in minute par-, 
ticles is well known, and both drugs have be-

They 
were stored in the hold, near the forecastle, 
and partially exposed to the rays of the sun, 
Which streamed in through the opem hatch.

IMPUDENT SPAIN DICTATES TERMS. 

Evidently the arrogant Moors of Spain 
are confident that they have won the war 
and that the “ Yankee pig” is the under 
dog in the fight, so to speak. They are 
under the impression that the United States 
has lost all the sea and land battles, has 


had its navy smashed to smithereens, and 


must give up all its island possessions. 
These Moors are convinced that they, with 
the aid of the mugwumps and Bryanites, 
Altgeld and Schurz, have come¢ out on top, 


-and that Uncle Sam's second is throwing 


up the sponge and getting ready to pass 
over the stakes. ates 

It needs but a glance at the terms 
Spain is trying to dictate at Paris to show 
that this is no joking statement of the 
situation. Spain is brazenly demanding 
$100,000,000 for the Philippine archi- 
pelago, though the whole group is now 
American territory by right of conquest. 
These impudent Moors also kindly offer 
the United States the alternative of tak- 
ing one of the Caroline Islands and the 
northern half of the Philippine group and 
paying $50,000,000 for the privilege. In 
either case they cap the climax of their 
brazen effrontery by demanding that the 
$450,000,000 of debts contracted by Spain 
in trying to crush Cuba and the Philippines 
shall be “ submitted to arbitration ’—with 
the French bondholders, presumably, to be 
the arbitrators. 

By the side uf these audacious demands 
the American terms offered at Paris have 
the appearance of a mild and timid re- 
quest proffered at‘the feet of a superior 
power. Uncle Sam appears to be on his 
knees before Spain, begging it to put its 
cruel foot on his neck, and to accept a 
gift of $20,000,000 in gold for the favor 
of being allowed to keep what is his 
own. Still further to appease the great 
Moorish victor Uncle Sam promises to 
say nothing about the $350,000,000 of war 
expenses and Cuban indemnities, and to 
grant twelve years of open door trade in 
the Philippines. The surly Moor scorns 
these feeble offerings and continues to dic- 
tate his own terms as a haughty victor. 

The goings-on at Paris in the last three 
months have made it apparent that Spain 
has never taken its defeat by the United 
States seriously. The generosity we have 
shown it has simply made it arrogant and 
impudent. The Spaniards have ignored 
their crushing defeat on sea and land, and 
have refused to admit that by the war 
they have lost their islands and incurred 
a war indemnity. They act as if they 
had done no wrong either to Cubans or to 
Americans, and they assume a peculiar 
virtue as well as a peculiar sovereignty 
that defies and treats with scorn and con- 
tempt such a trifling, insipid people as the 


“ Yankee pigs.” 


Is it not high time that this fooling should 
cease and that our commissioners be called 
home and their tavern bill stopped? What 
is the use of continuing this sort of fiasco 
any longer? If Spain is the conqueror 
and dictator of peace terms, let us knuckle 
under and take our medicine, feeling thank- 
ful that the all-conquering Moors have not 
demanded back the whole of that portion 
of the United States owned by Spain a 
century ago. The President seems to be 
saying to Spain: “Since I. am badly 
whipped and have nothing but my pride 
left, let me off as easily as your magnani- 
mous, gallant, Moorish power can possi- 
bly permit.” But this does not seem to 
be humble enough to suit the Moors. They 
are not to be appeased so easily. They 
are becoming more arrogant and dictatorial 
every day.: It does not seem wise for 
President McKinley to provoke our con- 
querors any further. THe TRIBUNE ad- 
vises him to send for his Peace Commis- 
sioners and to ship over to Spain at once, as 
a solatium for its wounded feelings and 
ruffed pride, whatever gold he happens to 
have on hand in the National Treasury, with 
Uncle Sam’s apologies for putting the Dons 
to so much trouble. - 


CUBA IN 1930. | 

In a few weeks there will not be a Spanish 
soldier in Cuba. Not a vestige of Spanish 
authority will be left there. The long night- 
mare of Spanish oppression will be at an 
end forever. The era of progress and pros- 
perity will begin. Thirty years hence there 
will be a new a, which will be unrecog- 
nizable by those who are familiar with the 
present condition of the island. 

It will have three or four times the popu- 
lation it has now. The uncultivated, deso- 
late expanses of today will be fertile planta- 
tions, whose productions will find their way 
to thriving seaports and growing interior 
towns, which do not exist now, or are mere 
villages. The island will be gridironed with 
railroads. Its mines will be opened. Its 
forest wealth will be utilized. The people, 
producing so much more than they do now 
and not compelied to turn over so large a 
percentage of their products to odious tax- 
gatherers, will carry on an enormous com- 
merce with thiscountry. Where one steam- 
er is plying between Cuba and the United 
States there will be a hundred thirty years 
hence, 

_ American capital is going to pour into the 
island to develop its regeurces. Thousands 
of young and enterprising Americans wil] 
establish themselves there to manage the 
plantations and other industries in which 
they are interested, to run banks, to en- 
gage in merchandising or to practice their 
professions. The relations between Cu- 
bans and Americans will be so intimate that 
schools for instruction in English will be 
started throughout the island, and the in- 
habitants will gradually become thoroughly 
Americanized. Cuba is to be the favorite 
winter resort of Americans, and the yearly 
visits made by thousands of theni will tend 
to bring the two countries closer together. 

When the Cubans are.governed by just 
laws instead of uniust laws. and when they 


are well-to-do instead of being continually 
on the verge of destitution, there will be no 


as peaceful as Iowa is when it is as weil 
governed as Iowa is; There will beno more 
of that strife which has desolated Cuba for 
‘90 many years. The inhabitants, being per- 
mitted to enjoy the fruits of their toil, will 
eease to be revolutionists. 
Cuban-Americans of 1930 are told what the 
condition of the island was in 1898 they will 
refuse to believe the story. They will deem 
it incredible that so much could have been 
accomplished in thirty years.

He wasa 

lover of athletic sports, a favorite in many 

clubs, and fond of society, in which he was a 

prominent figure by reason of his engaging 

personalty, his genial contact with his fel- 

lows, and his many accomplishments. He 

leaves a widow and young daughter, who 

will have the sincere sympathy of a large 

circle of friends and acquaintances, 


SPEAKER REED’S HOSTILITY TO THE 
PRESIDENT. 

The Washington Post, ranking itself as 
a Republican paper, gets off a shot at big 
Tom Reed, Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The real fault to be found 
with the article is that it contains too 
much truth as to his contrary, grumpy dis- 
position towards the President and his ex- 
tension policy. Reed seems to lean strong- 
ly towards the mugwumps and territorial 
contractionists.. He was opposed to pun- 
ishing. the Spaniards for their inferna] 
treachery in the destruction of the Maine 
and its crew; to the release of Cuba from 
the clutches of the Moors, and to the exac- 
tion of any indemnity from Spain for the 
cost of the war, in the shape of the Philip- 
pine Islands, which have passed beyond 
its reach. In short, Reed is no more of a 
supporter of President McKinley than is 
the Democratic House leader, Joe W. Bai- 
ley of Texas. The one can be depended 
upon no more than the other in carrying 
forward the leading policies of the Presi- 
dent. This is the Washington Post’s arti- 
cle: 

The Republican party will control the next 
House, but this should not mean that Thomas B. 
Reed will necessarily be again chosen as Speaker. 
Indeed, it would seem not an tnappropriate or un- 
wise act to invite Boss Reed to take a back seat. 
Speaker Reed’s relations to President McKinley 
are not such as to invite the belief that he ie in 
accord with or will give the administration his 
cordial support. The time will doubtless come dur- 
ing the next two years when President McKinley 
will need a Speaker in hearty accord and sympathy 
with him. Moreover, there is nothing in the career 
of Reed which calls for a continuance of his lead- 
ership in the House. He is, with all his ability, 
@ narrow-minded bigot and a bitter, sectional 
partisan, with buf little to commend him to any 
section of the countr? save the State of Maine and 
a few New England States adjacent.

The streets of Chicago are probably the 
dirtiest streets of any city in the world. 
They are filthier than those of Constanti- 
nople, which used to have the reputation 
of being the filthiest city on the globe. 
No one expects our streets to be absolute- 
ly clean. Perhaps it is too much to ex- 
pect they should be relatively clean, but 
there is no excuse for their present horri- 
ble condition, which has not been a matter 
of days or weeks, but of months. The only 
exceptions to the rules are the boulevards, 
which are not under control of the De-

THE CLEVELAND JUDICIARY SCANDAL. 

The story told at length in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE of the statements which have been 
made publicly concerning the misconduct 
of some of the Court of Common Pleas 
Judges of Cleveland, O.—or, more strictly 
speaking, of Cuyahoga County—must have

This Cleveland scandal grows out. of the 
fact that a prominent lawyer named Burke 
stated publicly that he had knéwiedge of 
facts which would drive Judge Dellenbaugh 
from the bench. The Bar association took 
the matter up, proposing to disbar Burke 
if: his charges were untrue. The latter 
claims in substance that after Judge Del- 
lenbaugh went on the bench he turned over 
to Burke a divorce case in which the Judge 


plaintiff; that that case was heard private- 
ly, with only Burke present. Another and 
more serious allegation is that the wife had 
brought another suit against a female co- 
respondent, who paid $10,000 to have the 
suit dismissed. Of that sum $6,000, it is 
alleged, went to’ the wife, while the re- 
mainder was divided between the Judge and 

The explanation given for Burke’s mak- 
ing charges which injure himself as well as 
the Judge reflects on another member of 
the Court of Common Pleas bench. That 
court was empowered to select a commission 
of three citizens to take partial charge of 
the construction of a new courthouse. Itis 
alleged that Judge Ong wanted to be one 
of the commissioners. and needed Judge 
Dellenbaugh’s vote to be elected: that he 
told Burke if he could securé that vote 
he would pesign, and then Burke could be 
appointed in his place; that Burke tried to 
get Dellenbaugh’s vote, but failed, the lat- 
ter’s dislike for Ong being greater than his 


Burke made his charges. RRs 
.. The charge has been made also by Burke’s 
representative before the Bar association 
that the fact that the decree of divorce 
referred to above had been granted irregular- 
ly was brought togthe attention of the 
other Judgés, but that action by them was 
postponed, ‘first, on the ground that Judge 

Dellenbaugh was then a candidate for re- 
“election and, that the matter was subse- 
quently postponed indefinitely. 

These allegations and others have been 
made to the members of the Bar associa- 
tion, of which both Burke and Judge Del- 
lenbaugh are members. If the association 
is of the opinion that the latter is guilty 
of thé acts charged it cannot remove him, 
but it can disbar him. If it comes to the 
conclusion that other Judges have done any- 
thing amiss, it can censure them. The 
Judge who will remain on the bench in 
the face of such a cénsure will be more 
defiant of public opinion than most men 
have the nerve to be.

RUSSIA’S IMPLIED THREAT. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of a 
Berlin paper writes as follows concerning 
the attitude of Russia on the subject of the 
Philippines: 

A Russian diplomatist, in the course of an inter- 
view, has declared that Russia -will not stir a 
finger to prevent the United States from occupying 
the Philippines, but he said he was unable to con- 
ceal his conviction that the injustice of America’s 
attitude presaged the termination of the friend- 
ship which has hitherto subsisted between Russia 
and the United States. 

This. statement bears evidence of hav- 
ing been especially prepared with a view 
to Berlin consumption. It is not customary’ 
for Russian diplomatists to foreshadow the 
_views of their government, much less as- 
sume to commit it, even by implication, to 
any line of policy on internationa! questions. 
That is a duty, usually, if not invariably, 
restricted to the Cabinet and the Empercr 
behind closed doors. While it can have 


no bearing whatever upon the policy of the | 
United States in conducting peace negotia- 
tions with Spain, it will naturally oceur.

to the American reader to ask, is this sort 
of talk well founded? Does it correctly 
represent the attitude of Russia towards the 
United States? 

Assuming it to be true, however, one 
is tempted to look back through the his- 
tory of the last twenty years, and inquire 
how Russia has been accustomed to treat 
its enemies when defeated in war. How 
did it treat Turkey after the Bulgarian 
war of 1877-78? Although Turkey began 
to beg for peace immediately after the 

fall of Plevna in December, 1877, and signed 

an armistice on the last day of January 
following, Russia continued to advance on 
its helpless victim until its forces were 
at the gates of Constantinople, dictating 
terms of peace at San Stefano in March. 
By the conditions there imposed Turkey 
was stripped of the bulk of its European 
possessions, which were distributed to 
Servia, Bosnia, Montenegro, Bulgaria, and 
Eastern Roumelia, while a slice of Armenia 
and another at the mouth of the Danube 
were appropriated by Russia itself, besides 
the acquisition of special rights of naviga- 
tion in the Black Sea and the Bosporus. 
That Russia did not seize upon this Eu- 
ropean. territory for itself was due to the 
fact that it would have been confronted 
by the unanimous opposition of the other 
leading Buropean powers. 3 

The annexation of territory alone did 
‘not satisfy Russia, however. In the terms 
dictated at San Stefano Russia demanded 
of its victim 1,410,000,000 rubles (more thar 
one billion dollars), of which 900,000,000 
rubles was charged to the costs of the 
war, 400,000,000 to the account of damage 
to trade, 100,000,000 to the insurrection in 
the Caucasus, and 10,000,000 to indemnify 
Russian subjects for the loss of property 
in Turkey. 

Although at last compelled, in compliance 
with the protest of England, to reduce its 
claim to about $280,000,000—which, by the 
way, still remains unpaid—this indicates 


ment of the Turks, the United States, in 
accordance with its policy of keeping its 
hands out of European affairs, has had no 
objections to urge. By what right, how- 
ever, can Russia assume to censure the 
United States for its dealings with Spain 
in reference to territory lying entirely out 
of the sphere of Russian influence either in 
Europe or Asia? 

There is a widely accepted belief that 
Russia has been waiting for more than 
a generation to seize upon Constantinople 
and run the Turks out of Europe, and 
that it has only been prevented from carry- 
ing this plan into effect by the united op- 
position of the other powers. It has had 
no cause to look for opposition to these 
plans on the part of the United States. 
In view of these facts it will be hard for 
any American to credit the report ostensibly 
quoted as comihg from St. Petersburg. 


RAILROAD POOLING LEGISLATION. 

A subscriber writes as follows:

The decisions of the Supreme Court in the 
Transmissouri and Joint Traffic association’ 
cases have convinced the railroad managers 
that none of their agreements for the regula- 
tion of rates, division of traffic, etc., no 
matter how ingeniously drawn, will be per- 
mitted to stand.

In a noteworthy article in the Atlantic 
Monthly for December Benjamin Kidd, the 
famous English author of “ Social Evolu- 
tion,” deals with the question of whether 
the United States should or should not 
undertake the task of ruling its newly 
acquired tropical islands. His answer, 
after a sweeping analysis of the history and 
trend of civilization, is overwhelmingly in 
the affirmative. Mr. Kidd’s recent book 
on “The Control of the Tropics” caused 
the editor of the Atlantic to w a letter 
to him detailing all the chief mugwump 
objections to expansion and asking his 
opinion on these points. Mr. Kidd had 
recently traveled across the United States, 
and was @®amiliar with the: two opposing 
bodies of opinion to be met herein regard 
to expansion. He found the whole West 
practically a ynit in favor of the manifest 
destiny of keeping what we had won. He 
says the opinion is one which in many in- 
dividuals is based on ingtjnct rather than 
on logical or formulated reasons, but he 
cites history to show that it is an instinct 
based on something more vital and sane 
than all the scholastic logic of any mug- 
wump philosophy. | 

Mr. Kidd regards the rise of Prussia and 
the growth and expansion of German unity 
as the most significant fact in modern 
European history, and he traces the con- 
tinuity of that mighty movement, link by 
link, down to the present movement for | 
national expansion in America, showing 
the latter to be a part of the most tremen- 
dous and vital movement in progress among 
the nations today. All the great wars of 
modérn times have been but phases of the 
great world struggle between the Latin and 
| the Anglo-Celtic civilizations. It was the 
Latin influence, first through Spain.and | 
later’ through Austria, that kept back Ger- | 
man unity for centuries. It was with 
Spain that the Netherlands fought. their | 
fearful battle for liberty, and won. The 
great Napoleonic wars were but the cul- 
minating effort of Latin ideas, through 
France and Spain, to gain the mastery of 
Europe in.order to overthrow the British 
empire.

Frederick A. Shaw adopted this principle 
to sculpture in marble a few years ago and 
an example of his experiments in this line 
is on exhibition at the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston. By cutting. away portions of a 
slab of marble 12%x8 he has produced a 
great intaglio Which, used. as a window, 
transmits light in such a manner asto bring 
out the figure of a veiled nymph standing in 
a grotto and the reflection of her form ina 
pool in the foreground. 

This work was first shown in Paris in 1893, 
and later at the exhibition of the National 
Sculpture society in New York. 

The transmitted light in sculpture of this 
kind permits a representation of form, light 
and shade, atmosphere, perspective, and 
even color, as the varying thicknesses of 
white marble show a wide range of warm 
yellow and brown tints and black. . 

Mr. Shaw recently placed an importan 
work of this kind in a church at Brunswick, 
Me., and. has aleo made friezes to be lit up 
from behind by électricity, which are said to 
be most effective.

Latest Discoveries by Govern- 
ment Experts Place Man’s 
Age at a Million Years. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., 24.—Is 
man a milion years old? 

That the human race’ is 80 an- 
client as this would seem to be in- 
deed astonishing, and yet the 

strongest kind of evidence in favor of such 
a belief has been gathered recently in Cali- 
fornia by Professor George F. Becker, Dr. 
Knowlton, and other experts attached to 
the United States Geological Survey. If the 
testimony which they collected has any 
value the earlHest representatives of man- 
kind discovered up to date dwelt on the 
Pacific slope of the United States at a pe- 
riod not later than the middle of the Tertiary 
epoch, the mastodon, the rhinoceros, and 
certain horses long since extinct being their 
companions. 
In fact, the conclusions arrived at by the 
experts aforesaid were so remarkable that 
Professor W. H. Holmes, ethnologist in 
chief of the National Museum, was sent out 
a few weeks ago to examine the ground and 
sum up the evidence in the case. He was 


accompanied on this expedition by Professor |, 


W. J. McGee, who is equally famous as eth- 
nologist and geologist. These gentlemen 
have just returned to Washington. 

_ The region they visited is the neighbor- 
hood of Table Mountain, beneath the lava 
cap of-which have been found many human. 
bones and large numbers of stone imple- 
ments, buried deep in the strata of the 
rocks. This, if proved beyond question, 
makes it clear that men must have lived 
in that country before the age when the lava 
sheet was poured out by volcanoes, and how 
long ago that was may be realized faintly 
when it is said that since then valleys 2,000 
feet deep have been scoured out by rivers 
cutting through the lava. 

Now, these human relics are associated 
always with the ancient river gravels. The 
first of them discovered were turned up by 
the picks of the miners of '49 and the early 
fifties, These were portions of skulls, jaw- 
bones. and other bones, mortars and pesties 
of stone, fllnt knives and hammer-stones, 
Most of them were unearthed in Tuo- 
lumne County, but not a few were found in 
‘Calaveras County acrose the Stanislaus 
River. Among these latter by far the most 
remarkable was the Calaveras skull, which 


became so celebrated, In this region is the. 


great alluvial gold belt, which was dug over 

pretty thoroughly by the early goldseekers 

in California. 
Evidences of Great Age. 

Before going further it will be as well 
to show in a few word's what reasons there 
are for attributing an enormous antiquity 
to the human relics in question. It is ob- 
vious, in the first place, that the people 
who owned them lived along the banks 
of streams which ran down from the Sier- 
ra to the sea. The mingling of their bones 
and tools with the gravels of these rivers, 
the latter long ago transformed into rock, 
proves this much beyond peradvemture. 
When they died their remains were buried 
in the gravels, to be transformed in some 
cases into fossils, like the skulls and other 
parts of mastodons and rhinoceroses, their 
contemporaries. In the course of ages came 
various geological changes, and finally vol- 
canoes burst forth and filled the valleye with 
floods of lava, obliterating the old river 
beds. However, the rivers kept on running, 
finding for themselves fresh channels, and, 
the latter being filled up with lava at in- 
tervals, one finds today in the mountains 
of that country a series of ancient stream 
beds, one above another, through 2,000 or 
even 3,000 feet vertically. In other words, 
the gigantic hills are built up like layer 
cakes, the gravels of extinct rivers form- 
ing the jelly strata between the rocky layers. 

If Table Mountain were cut slice fashion, 
like a cake, such a series of vanished rivers 
would be found represented in its cross sec- 
tion by distinctly marked gravel layers, 
some of these deposits being as much as 
300 feet thick. Of course, even the biggest 
stream must flow for a long time in order 
to lay down such gravel beds. One gets a 
vivid notion, therefore, of the great periods 
of time represented in the formation of 
such a mountain by observation of the suc- 
cessions of buried rivers, one on top of 
another, with strata of igneous rocks and 
lava between. After the lava flows had 
ceased, the streams, fawing down from the 
Sierra, adopted more permanent courses, 
and since this began such a length of time 
has elapsed that the rivers in question 
have cut new valleys through the lava, 
through the rocks, and through the ancient 
stre beds, so as to make valleys 2,000 
feet and more in depth. : 

Tales Told by Tunnels. 

By this action of the waters the ancient: 
river beds have been exposed, and into these 
gravel deposits the miners have driven 
thousands of tunnels, to get at the gold 
which was brought down from the Sierra by 
those vanished streams of long ago. In 
these gravels they find also, now and then, 
such human relics as are here described. 
Not near the mountain sides especially are 
these curiosities discovered, but far into the 
bowels of the hills. For example, some of 
the most remarkable of them came from a 
tunnel that runs beneath the lava cap of 
Table Mountain itself, and were dug out 300 
feet below the surface of the lava, and 1,400 
feet from the mouth of the tunnels In a 
horizontal line. Supposing, as appears to be 
the case, that the evidence on this point is 
beyond cavil, the people represented by the 
relics must have lived before the date of the 
lavu flow which formed the cap of Table 
Mountain. This must surely have been an 

‘immense time back, inasmuch as that whole 


region has been sculptured into mountains 
’ and valleys since the lava cap was formed. 


Geologists are able to make a pretty fair 
guess at the length of time that has 
elapsed since the lava flow in question, and 
so they are able to surmise approximately 
at what ‘period the people lived whose re- 
mains are found in this bed of ancient river 
gravel in Table Mountain. That river was a, 
running stream about the middle of the. 
terttary—the last great geological epoch be- 
fore the present one, which 1s called the 
quaternary. The people who lived along 
this great ‘water course, eating, drinking, 
rearing their children, pursuing humble arts, 
and doubtless regarding themselves as ex- 
tremely modern, must have died, untess 
the evidence available has been grossly fal- 
sified, at least a million years ago. 

Work of the Ages. 


When the lavas were poured out over the 
country by the then active volcanos they 
naturally sronght the channels of the rivers 
to flow through, and so filled them up rapid- 
ly. Subsequently, when-the period of scoop- 
ing out of valleys came, the lava rocks, be- 
ing hardest, resisted the erosion best. Thus 
it came about that the old stream channels, 
filled in with lava, were transformed into 
the ridges of mountain ranges, each such 
ridge marking the course of a fossil river. 
This is exactly the case with Table Moun- 
tain, the top of which follows the course of 
a vanished stream. Here and elsewhere in 
that region the miners nowadays tunnel into 
the mountain sides and with their excava- 
tions follow the winding courses. of the 
ancient streams. The tunnels wind as the 
old rivers wound, and the patient diggers 
find it hard work enough to break with their 
picks the stone which. was once loose gravel, 
in order to get the gold which the waters of 
long ago brought down from the hills and 


deposited. 

J. B. Whitney, State Geologist of Califor- 
nia, began operations in the region de- 
scribed during the period of the civil war. 
He heard about the finds that had been 
made, gathered up a number of them, as- 
sembled the evidence respecting them, and 
made a report on the subject. His collec- 
tion is now preserved at the University of 
California. The evidence he seoured ap- 
peared so conclusive that it was accepted as 
incontrovertible. However, the recent work 

ormed under the direction of the Unit- 
ef States geological survey resulted in an 
entirely new estimate of the length of time 
elapsed since the formation of the river de- 
posits referred to, trebling the presumptive 
age of the human relics and putting back 
the people who owned them to the middle 
tertéary. This seemed to be so astounding 
that Professor Holmes was sent out, es al- 
ready stated, to make a examina- 
tion. He has come back with a great mass 
of data, but he declines to state whether 
his conclusions are favorable or not as to 
the accuracy of the deductions of Becker,

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Queer Race of Human Beings in 
California Who Live on 
Acorns, and Crickets. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—Pro- 
fessor W. J. McGee of the Bureau 
of Ethnology has just returned 
from the Pacific slope, where for 
several months he has been in 
search of new ethnologic curiosities which he 
suspected to exist In that locality. To your 
correspondent last evening He chatted enter- 
tainingly about his adventures which led 
him in the midst of many curious peoples 
hitherto unknown to men of his profession. 
Indeed, this industrious ethnologist never 
fails to unearth odd freaks of humankind 
when he slips off silently to the fleld, which 
he does every year or two. 

The territory covered by his travels this 
fall lay in California, in the great valley just 
west of the main crest of the Sierras. Here 
he discovered many distinct aboriginal tribes 
oddly congregated, a dozen or more of which 
he visited and studied, With more time at 
his disposal he says he might have brought 
back with him a manifoldly longer list of 
new tribal names to head brand new chap- 
ters in’ Uncle Sam's endless history of pre- 
Columbian America—names of peoples never 
before dreamed of by ethnologists. He has 
located a rich field for careful ethnologic 
work where the government. will ‘doubtless 
pursue elaborate studies in the near future, 

Strange to say, these newly studied people 
have lived near to the scattered whites of 
this region ever since the beginning of tho 
mining craze of ’'49, yet the whites have paid 
no attention to them. They have no legal 
status whatsoever, no lands, and no agency. 
Their relation te thé whites, upon whose un- 
developed lands they build their crude hov- 
els, is like that of the squirrels who thus 
trespass and subsist, just as these primitive 
men do, upon the abundant acorns. 

The different peoples whom the professor 
studied most particularly call themselves by 
such tribal names as “ Ha-it,’’ ‘‘ Washoe,”’ 
** Miwuk,”’ “ Pomo,"”" “ Yokai,” Trip-ik,’’ 
and so on. They were discovered to form 
but a few links in a practically continuous 
chain of humanity extending along this en- 
tire valley, in the old gold belt now prac- 
tically idle. Their rugged territory is 
cafioned to depths averaging 2,000 feet by 
many parallel rivers flowing west. It is 
shaded by the magnificent sequoia, the giant 
Western oak and the towering Pacific pine. 


Each tribe forming a link in this chain of 


scattered people speaks a language entirely 
distinct from that of its neighbors on either 
side. Even the simple names for *‘ man’”’ 
and “‘ woman,” for instance, differ with each 
group. Yet they seem to have in some way 
borrowed one another’s customs, until, now, 
what may be said of the queer adherences 
= superstitions of one will apply nearly to 


Habits of the New Found Men. 

Before telling of the queer doings of these 
odd people, let us learn from Professor Mc- 
Gee what they look like and how they 
live. They are mostly short, stout, ans fat, 
with copper-colored, flat faces, shert fin- 
gers. short toes, and short extremities gen- 
era Their hair is jet black and abundant. 
The women wear it hanging down their 
shoulders, but the men cut it. These are 
the average characteristics, though in the 
eeparate tribes can be noted distinct dif- 
ferences in some respects. Their aboriginal 
dress, still worn on ceremonial occasions, 
corsists of an apron of buckskin thongs 
strung around with pine nuts or feathers 
fand odd mantles, usually of rabbit skins cut 
into strips, plaited or stitched together. 

The oddest notion of these primitive Sier- 
ra people is their law governing intercouse 
between parents-In-law and their sons or 
daughters by marriage. Professor McGee 
says that this lew’'s strictness cannot well 
be realized by the ordinary mortal. It en- 
ters into the religion of the people and 
depends to a great extent upon supersti- 
tion for its enforcement. The inevitable 
mother-in-law problem appears to have 
seriously agitated the minds of their fore- 
fathers. They religiously believe—all, with- 


_out exception—that something terrible will 


befall a mother-in-law who in any manner 
whatsoever shall approach near her sen-in+ 


law or a daughter-in-law who comes into 


the presence of her father-in-law or vice 


. versa in each case. In the enforcement of 


this law, however, the men are always given 
the right of way. If, for instance, a woman 
be walking along a trail and see either her 
son-in-law or father-in-law approaching her 
from a distance, she will turn immediately 
from her path and seat herself behind some 
tree or bush, with her back turned toward 
the way along which he is proceeding. The 


jaw relating to the husband and his mother- 


in-law is enforced even more strictly than 
the other. Another rule is that no wife can 
live in the same hut with her mother-in-law 
and no husband with his 
though any one included in this rule may 
‘visit another. 


Relatives by Marriage Not Popular. 

Professor McGee stopped at one hut, whose 
occupants consisted of an old woman, her 
married daughter, and two children. 
Formerly the family had consisted simply 
of the parents and two childrem The Hit- 
tle ones had been taken ill and the wife 
had been compelled to call im her mother 
to help hernursethem. The husband, there- 
fore, had to desert, so he built himself a 
separate house at sufficient distance for 
him to avoid being infected by the sight 
or hearing of his mother-in-law. The pro- 
fessor went to another hut to purchase some 
baskets from an old man. The old man 
was away, but his wife was at home, and 
with her was her daughter-in-law, who had 
come in for a visit. The old mam returned 
and as soon as his approach was suspected 
the younger woman shut herself up in a 
room, so that he might neither see her nor 


| hear her voice. She had some baskets for 


Sale, but could negotiate for them only 
through her children, who came back and 
forth with her messages.” Even the chief of 
one of the tribes was said to be much 
afraid of his mother-in-law, and as the old 
woman was almost tally blind, the 
religious duty devolved Upon him to avert a 
collision. 

The strict enforcement of this ingenious 
device for the maintenance of domestic 
harmony has been one cause of the strange 
isolation of the neighboring tribes. The fact 
that im each family there are severa}? peopie 
who must never see one another naturally 
created @ serious dispersive force. Thus 
there has been no departure from the 
pecullar self-classification which occurred

man, and when the continuous aboriginal 
pulation covering California became 
roken up into linguistic stocks as many 
ané@ as distinct as those meted out at the 
A few marriages have oc- 
curred between the tribes, but by the law 
governing all such contracts the husband 
abandons his owrm relatives and becomes a 
of his wife’s family group. Each house 
belongs to the wife rather than the hus- 


band, and she has control of her children 


until she dies, when they pass to her brother, 
the husband having no identity at all in 
the matter. In some cases a‘Inati who mar- 
ries. one sistér appears to be entitled to 
rebnesever of her younger sisters he may 
choose for supplementary wives. : 
Another fact to which Professor McGee 
attributes the strange isolation of these 
neighboring tribes from one another fs that 
they are all dependent upon the oak tree for 
their susténance. They are all acorn eat- 
ers, and to them this product of the oak is 


the staff of life. The oaks of the valley be- 


ing sparcely distributed the people were 
thus compelled to scatter in the same direc- 
tions. The making of acorn bread is their 

rimary industry. The oaks are exceeding- 
ty fruitful, the acorns being about two 
inches jong. They are crushed between 
stones, the meat being spread upon mets 
and dried in the sun. It is then ground in 
mortars hollowed in great numbers out of

NEARBY DELIVERY GOES TO 3 CENT-

Commission Houses Have a Lot. of It

The December wheat market yesterday 
was positively panicky. The pit sentiment 
had entirely changed, and all the theories 
of a December corner are forgotten.

The liquidation of wheat 
from this source Is something entirely out | 
of Mne with the theories of a December 
squeeze. The Northwest was weak, partic- 
ularly for the December delivery, which sold .

There was no conspicuous individual trade 
in the local market, but a general selling in 
a moderate way. At the opening the Decem- 
ber premium was still %c, having been 
gradually cut down from a premium ofa full 
eent.

The market 
did not rally on announcements of cash bus- 
iness here or at the seaboard. .Two con- 
cerns reported cargo sales aggregating 1(0,- 
000 bu, and New York confirmed 50 loads 
taken at the seaboard.

Still press agents have their uses. If Mise 
Hilda Clark, now at the Columbia, only had 
a clever press agent she would be one of 
the most popular comic opera prime donne 
on the stage, because she is unmistakably 
pretty and has an unusually good voice. 
But beyond that two things are essential 
to success in this line. First of all, a press 
agent who will think up good “ stunts’’ for

This question of raiment 1s all important 
in comic opeta. Watch Miss Christie Mac- 
donald when she plays the robber and you 
see the difference at once. She pretends to 

gird her cloak about her in frightened fash- 
aig but she really enjoys the masquerade. 

There are three stages in the-life of a 
comic opera prima donna. First of all she 
must he pretty. That is the stage which 
Miss Helen Redmund has reached-in ‘* The 
Idol’s Eye”’; secondly, she should learn to 
sing;. there you have Miss Hilda Clark; 
thirdly, she must acquire complete confi- 
dence in her own powers to attract, and that 
is the stage which Miss Christie Macdonald 
has reached. She is pagsing pretty, her 
voice is sweet and nicely trained, and she 
has the all-conquering smite which gives the 
finishing touch, because, while it denotes a 
good opinion of the singer’s own accomplish- 
ments, it transfers that opinion irresistibly. 
to the audience across the footlights, Any 
ability as an actress or comedian beyond 
that is almost an act of supererogation. 

Perhaps it would be fairer to say that all 
talents as an actor must of necessity be 
thrown away as long as Mr. Harry B. Smith 
and Mr. Jghn Philip Sousa write librettos. 
It is not too much to assert that Mr. Harry 
Smith is fast coming to represent in the field 
‘of comic opera what Mr. Hugh Morton 
stands for in the field of musical farce. In 
other words, he will soon reach the bottom of 
the abyss.

LARK’S REPUTATION ASSAILED. 


Ornithologist Discovers It Rises Long 
After Chaffinches, Linnets, 
Many Hedgerow Birds. 


‘An ornithologist, investigated the 
question of at what hour in summer the 
commonest small birds wake and sing, says 
the greenfinch is the earliest riser, as it 
pipes as early as 1:80 in the morning, the 
blackeap beginning at about 2:30. It is near- 
ly 4 o'clock, and the sun ts well above the 
horizon before the first real songster appears 
in the person ‘of the blackbird. He is heard 
half an hour before the thrush, and the 
chirp of the robin begins about the same 
length of time before that of the wren. The 
house sparrow and the tomtit occupy the 
last place on the list. This investigation 
has. ruined the lark’s reputation for early 
rising. That much-celebrated bird is quite 
a sluggard, as it does not rise until long after 
the chaffinches, linnets, and a number of 
hedgerow birds have been up and about. 


Bohemian and Hungarian Not Similar. 
South Chicago, Nov. 23.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In an article in THE SuUNDayY 
TRIBUNE of Nov. 20.o0n the subject of the 
different languages spoken in the City of 
Chicago I find the following sentence:

FACTS ABOUT CUBA. 


‘Another Book on the Subject 
of the Hour. 


THIS ONE BY W. J. CLARK 


Was on General Wade's Staff and Is 
| Welt Posted. 


CONDITIONS AROUND HAVANA 


-NOTHER book on Cuba, and an im- 
portant one, too! This one is written 
by Mr. William J. Clark, who was 
with the late Colonel Waring in Cuba, 


and is published by Messrs. Scribner. | 


Mr. Clark was attached to General Wade's 
staff, and his duties lay in the line of camp 
sites and transportation. I mention this to 


show that he is a practical man and not a 
The book is crammed w:th> 


““mere writer.”’ 
facts, and the sort of facts that Americans 
who have their commercial eye on Cuba will 
do well to consider. There is no doubt that 
our -changed political relations with that 
island will result in changed commercial re- 
lations. Indeed, there are a great many 
people sordid enough to think that it was 
business as much as humanity that was the 
inspiration of the late war with Spain. That 
the result means a great deal of money for 
the business-men of the United States there 
can be no doubt. It is to meet the neeis of 
prospective traders with Cuba that Mr. 
Clark has made this big volume. | 

The author shows that he knows the people 
of whom he writes thoroughly when he opens 
his book with a chapter entitled ‘‘ How to 
Treat the Resident of Cuba.’ He appre- 
cilates the importance of matters of etiquette . 
in that island. Any one who has had deal- 
ings with either Cubans or Spaniards knows 
the importance of etiquette. One must do 
what is.correct in this matter or he might as 
well make up his mind to stay in the United 
States. Of no other people would It be neces- 
sary to writesuchachapter. Mr. Clark says 
positively that the American visiting Cuba, 
no matter for what purpose, will find that 
his success is prinajpally dependent upon 
his social qualities. °*‘ Without diligent at- 
tention to the prevailing etiquette,”’ he tells 
us, “‘ his mission, whether it be commercial 
or social in its character, is likely to be bar- 
ren of results; while if he be able to maintain 
at all times an aspect of placid imperturba- 
bility all things will come unto him—in 
time.’”” The last two words are well added. 
Mr. Clark warns American women particu- 
larly “to conform to the general tone .of 
public opinion rather than’ to attempt to 
brave it.” 


Habits of Cuban Life. 


The Cuban commences his day much like 
the Frenchman, “ with a light repast of 
fruit, bread, and coffee, followed by the 
later and more substantial breakfast—the 
déjeuner a la fourchette of the French—with 
the period of rest which generally ensues. 
It must be remarked, however, that this 
applies more particularly to the upper and 
middle classes. The workman starts out 
for the day’s work, which commences at 6 
a. m., with nothing but a glass of aguar- 
diente and a cigaret. He works till 10 o'clock. 
when he knocks off for an hour for break- 
fast. Work is resumed at 11 o'clock and con- 
tinued until 5 p. m., when he quits for the 
day and gets his dinner. He has only two 
“meals a day, and seems to thrive on his pe- 
culiar mode of diet. There can be:no possi- 
ble doubt, however, that his sanitary con- 
dition would be greatly improved by substi- 
tuting a good cup of coffee and a plate of 
eggs and bacon for his spirit and tobacco in 
the morning, knocking off an hour or two 
later for his midday repast. It would take 
some time, however, for his stomach to ac- 
commodate itself to the change,’’ 

The evening is given over to pleasure, in 
which intoxication forms no part. Wine and 
liquors are sold at all the cafés, but it is 
rare to find a man “under the influence.” 
** Soft drinks" are freely indulged in, and 
ice-cream is eaten in the cafés as eagerly as 
it is here at a church fair. Gentlemen are 
‘at liberty to smoke cigarets anywhere with- 
out asking permission of. the ladies, even in 
drawing-rooms. The only exception is the 


= 


theater, where smoking is not indulged in. 


outside the corridors. And yet at public 
tables in the cafés and hotels the wel! bred 
native, we are told, never takes a seat with- 
out asking permission of those already 
seated there. A polite bow sometimes takes 
the place of a direct request fur permission. 


Points on Etiquette. 


*In the higher walks of society,” says. 
Mr. Clark, “‘ ladies never appear anywhere 
in public without an escort, either male or 
female. If accompanied by a gentleman, he 
must be a husband, brother, or near relative, 
otherwise the case would be even worse 
than no escort at all. American and Eng- 


lish ladies are not. judged as harshly as. 
natives would be for violation of this rule, . 


the observance of which is naturally some- 
what difficult for mere temporary visitors, 


but our coun:.ywomén would do well to. 


conform as closely as possible to custom in 
this particular, especially if making a pro- 


‘longed stay in Cuba. 


“No matter how well one may know the 


‘Cuban or resident Spaniard in a business or 


social way, it should be understood that not 
until his character, history, position, and 
social relationship are well established, will 
he be invited to meet the ladies of the fam- 
ily, and then he will never be permitted to 
see the unmarried ones alone. If a gentle- 
man has expressed admiration for any par- 
ticular young lady, and a series of visits has 
been begun, it will be found that the lady 
in question is exacting as regards the 
promptitude with which he keeps them up.” 


Mr. Clark notes the Spartan-like simplic- 


ity of the hotel and house furnishings. He 
mentions the curtains around the beds and 
cautions the visitor to examiné them wel] 
upon retiring, as they frequently conceal 
centipedes and scorpions in their folds. 

The food in Cuba he describes as 
and the coffee “the best in the world.”’ 
Shopping must be much as it is in Italy. 
There ‘‘no uniformity of price,”’ and. one 
is not expected to pay more than a fraction 
of the amount asked. The mistake should 
not be made, according to this writer, of 
considering the Cuban or his Spanish rela-. 
tive altogether indolent or impractical in 
the ordinary affairs of life. The average 
resident Spaniard will be found to be ‘““as 
sharp and unscrupulous a trader as jintabh 
on the face of the globe.” 


Dilatory for a Purpose. 

Clark adds: 

“With both the Cubans and Spaniards 
their seemingly dilatory methods of conduct- 
ing business negotiations may, after ali, 
not be so much of a weakness in them as 
it is ordinarily considered to be, especially 
in dealings with Americans, for it introduces 
an element into such transactions 
which will irritate and exhaust those 
accustomed tq our methods by .. the 
time the Spaniards or Cubans are 
ready to bring matters toa crisis. So that

Not 
even the prospect of making money would

Yet neither of 
drawbacks will deter hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of Americans from going 
there to live and take advantage of the 
many ,opportunities fof making money. If

F “uneasy rests the head that wears a 
crewn,”’ then perhaps it is appropriate 
that the head of the wearer of the most 
i valuable crown in the world should rest 
* more uneasy than that of any other liv- 
monarch. Carlos I., King of Portugdl, 
the man and his crown is worth $8,000,000. 
It-may not remain in his possession long. In 
the fret place, there is strong sentiment for 
a@ republic in Portugal. Nearly every im- } 
portant newspaper in his kingdom is in favor 
of his dethronement. Secondly, whether or 
not Portugal becomes a republic, he may 
lose his crown, for there is much talk in Lis- 
bon of its being sold. The country is im- 
poverished. Portugal owes nearly $1,000,- 
000,000, and it has an income of only $50,- 
000,000 a year. That would be scarcely 
enough to pay interest in the bonds, but 
more than that amount is spent each year 
for purposes of administration. Nobody will 
jend any money to Portugal. Such is the 
situation, and the Delagoa Bay case has not 
been settled. The arbitration court at 
Berne to decide upon the claim of the Anglo- 
American claimant, Macmurdo, is likely to 
award damages of $10,000,000. - Portugal 
will ae eer, ane where will she get the 
money 


It is this state of affairs that is responsible 
not only for the worry of King Carlos, but 
also for the talk which comes from Lisbon

This wes the state of affairs at the time 
of the events that led up to the “ Sixty 
Years’ Captivity,”’ as the domination of 
Spain by Portugal is called. Phillip II. 
claimed the throne of Portugal and won 
it with ease. Not only did the Portuguese 
lose Portugal, but they also lost their 
colonies. Phillip was responsible for this. 
He closed the port of Lisbon to the Dutch 
in 1594, and the Dutch sent ~@ fleet to the 
Indies, which they wrested from Phillig. 
The Dutch gradually won the East from 
the Portuguese, and later France and Eng- 
land preyed upon the possessions won by 
Vasco and Albuquerque. The Dutch had 
the sympathy of the other powers, for, un- 
like Portugal, they not only imported mer- 
chandise but distributed it to the rest of 
Europe. Portugal passed from the number 
of great nations and did mot recover its 
prestige even after the reéstablishment of 
its as & separate state. 

In retains Goa in India, with 
1,447 square miles, the Indian Archipelago, a 
few islands, and Macao in China. Together 
there are but 7,900 square miles left of 
what was practically all ofthe Hast.

gal. The expenditures in nearly every case 


are greater than the revenue. And thetrade 
with them is-inconsiderable.

$2.870,000 and exports $3,250,000. The trade 
of all the Portuguese possessions with all 


countries amounts to but $4,000,000 of im- 


ports from Africa and $10,000,000 exporta 
to Portuguese Africa, and this is chiefly in 
other hands than Portuguese. 

It is true that Portugal! has done little for 
the development of its African possessions. 
West Africa, with an area of 457,500 square 
miles, has but 180 miles of reptway and 260 
miles of telegraphs.

By far the most important part in its 
real value is east Africa, including Delagoa 
Bay. The latter is the only good port on the 
east coast of Africa, and is coveted by all 


the powers. It is most necessary to Eng- 


land or the Transveal. Kruger needs it in 
order to reach the sea. England needs it in 
order to carry out its cherished plan of hav- 
ing a straight line of communication from 
Cairo to the Cape of Good Hope.

murdo formed an English syndicate to build 
a railroad, but Portugal annulled the com 
cession. Thereupon Macmurdo maéde a claim 
for damages, which is now before the Swiss 
government, and a decision is shortly ex- 
pected. The award will not be lese than 
$10,000,000, and it is said that England will 
accept part of the colony of Mozambique 
instead of the cash, and will pay the award, 
whatever it may be, to the claimants. This 
would give England control over the Bay 
and the Town of Lourenzo Marquez. A lease 
is also possible, and it has been reported 
that Cecil Rhodes has succeeded in securing 
one. £ither ownership or.a lease would 
destroy once for all the intrigues carried on 
between the Transvaal and Germany, and 
enormously strengthen England's position in 
south Africa. 

If Delagoa Bay is sold England will be the 
purchaser. By an agreement made in 1891 
between the two countries it was stipulated 
that in the event of Portugal wishing to part 
with the bay, which is the finest harbor in 
south Africa, England should have the firet 
right of purchasing it. England had claimed 
the bay at one time, as did the Transvual, 
and the matter was referred to the arbitra- 
tion of Marshal MacMahon, the then Presi- 
dent of the French republic. In 1875 he de- 
clared that the southern part of Delagoa 
Bay, up to and including the Lombobo 
Mountains, belonged to Portugal, and the 
English ensign which had been flying there 
was hauled down.

A relief from the oppressive taxation nec- 
essary to support the burden imposed by a 
long line of dissolute Kings is the cause 
of the demand for the republic. Business- 
men are the supporters of this demand. They 
epenly declare that Portugal can never re- 
cover her prosperity as long as the present 
house is ruling the kingdom. 

Ground down’ By taxation, all business is 
suffering. The nation owes nearly $1,000,- 
000,000, with a revenue of but $50,000,000, and 
falls behind each year deeper and deeper in 
debt. Further loans are impossible, for no 
one will negotidfe them. The banks are in 
a precarious state and specie payments have 
long been suspended. In fact, it is hard to 
imagine a form of distress from which 
Portugal is not 


Really, Carlos is ae responsible for th 
state of affairs. He is a fat and lazy fellow, 
good-natured and easy going, and probably 
would be happy if he were well rid of his 
job, provided he received a good sized pen- 
sion for himself and family. Not long ago 
he consented to have his salary reduced in 
order to set an example in economy. The 
gossips say that, like many other European 
monarchs, he is ruled by his wife. Queen 
Amelie is homely, being large-boned and 
tall, with prominent features, but she has a 
good deal of political sagacity, more than 
any othe., perhaps, of the Orleans family. 
Some of the Orleanists say that if she bad 
been born a man she would be King of 
France. But she has a hard enough time 
as it is to keep her ownthrone. She is fond 
of every kind of sport, is strong-minded, and 
smokes strong cigars. Yet she is domestic, 
as she shows by occasionally making her 
own dresses, and she learned medicine in 
order to properly care for one of her chil- 
dren, who is suffering from an incurable 
ilmess. Her strong common eense has 
saved Portugal from many a financial and 
political revolution. She is the real master 
of Portugal today. . 

Such is the pair that rules Portugal. But 
over them seems to hang the fatality that 
has pursued the house for the last two 
generations. Queen -Gtephanie’s death in 
1860, three months after her marriage, was 
supposed to have been due to foul play. 
Dom Joa died by poison, as did Prince 
Ferdinand. Dom Augustus and King Luis 
were also poisoned, but escaped death, al- 
though the latter never recovered from its 
effects and remained an invalid to pane day 
of his death.

Fog Signals in London. 

In meeting the necessities created by the 
dense and continuous fogs of London, the 
various conmipanies engaged in furnishing the 
small but important fog. signals are an 
active feature, In exigent weather condi- 


tious, even. the smaller of the various com- | 


panies running through the: great city’s 
suburbs have sometimes to issue a hundred 
gross a day of these signals, while larger 
gnes will use double that number. This de- 
vice is extremely simple, consisting of a 
pinch of gunpuwder and three percussion 
caps Inclosed tn three small metal cases, one 
within the other, and each closed up with 
white lead, while tn the innermost case are 
three nipples, on which the perctission caps 
are fitted, the powder being placed around 
them. The complete thing is about the size 


of a large watch, and has appended to it two 


strips of lead which are simply bent round 
the flange of the rail, thus holding the fog 
signal in position on the top. As these little 
machines are substitutes for semaphores 
and lamps, it is, of course, a matter of ut- 
most importance that they shall not fail. 
It-is for this reason that there are three 
percussion caps and three cases, one inside 
wet.—_New 


| INDIANS PRACTICED DENTISTRY | 


{mstruments used were of tempered copper, 


Ancient Teeth Found in the Tombs at 
Mitla Are Filled Are. 
and Gold. 


Mr. Leopoldo Batres, natiénal curator of 
antiquities, has made an interesting present 
to his friend Dr. Howe, the dentist. 

It consists of some articles discovered in 
one of the tombs of Mitla. The articles in 
question are a portion of @ skull, a giass 
bead, a Httle copper bell, just like those 
which are at this day tied around the necks 
of kittens, and an upper left bicuspid tooth 
with a circular incrustation of pyrites of 
iron in front, all from the same skeleton. 

It is no new fact that some of the ab- 
original people of Mexico wore ornaments 
or incrustations in their teeth. Lic. Al- 
fredo Chavoro possesses a front tooth taken 
from a tomb at Palenque, in the middle of 
which a green stone ie set. Sometimes the 
incruBtations were of gold, and the in- 
crustations of iron pyrites, when they were 
new and the sulphur in them was fresh, un- 
doubtedly shone like gold. 

There is reason to suppose that only the 
eight front upper teeth were incrusted, at 
any rate as a rule, for a second bicuspid 
given by Mr. Batres to Dr. José J. Rojo, the 
young Mexican dentist in Dr. Howe's office, 
and also taken from the Mitla tomb, is with- 
out any such incrustation. On the other 
hand, a canine given by Mr. Batres to Dr. 
Rojo has the incrustation, and also affords 
evidence that these adornments were made 
during life and not after death. The present 
condition of the tooth shows that the in- 
crustation had reached the nerve cavity and 
‘destroyed the Mfe of the tooth, a process 
that argues life in the subject, as decay of 
the teeth does not occur after death, the mi- 
crobes of organisms which cause decay dy- 
ing with the individual. 

As to the object and significance of these 
incrustations, they are a matter of conjec- 
ture. They may have been affected by all 
who could afford them or they may have 
been a distinctive mark of some rank or 
east. What is evident from the’ specimen 
possessed by Dr. Rojo is that they must 
have caused suffering to those who used 
them, and therefore it is to be inferred that 
the fashion or custom which prescribed 
them must have had a strong social or relig- 
lous sanction. 

Another custom revealed by the teeth 
found in these prehistoric tombs is that of 
notching the teeth so as to form dove- 
tailing indentations, Each contiguous pair 
of upper front teeth were notched for a cer- 
tain distance upward and sideways so as to 
bear a resemblance to battlements turned 
upside down. The lower teeth were alter- 
nately cut off and left of their natural size, 
so as to fit in with the notches above. In 
other words, a lower tooth situated below a 
cavity above was left of its natural size and 
the adjoining tooth was cut off for some dis- 
tance. Of course the upper and lower teeth 
thus treated would not meet at once, but it 
is a fact well known to dentists that if an 
upper tooth Is cut off the corresponding 
lower tooth will gradually grow up to it, and 
vice versa, if a lower tooth is sawed off the 
corresponding upper tooth grows down 
to {t. Therefore, in course of time the 
notched teeth of these prehistoric Indians 
fitted into one another exactly and must 
have given them a peculiarly firm grip upon 
anything they got between theirteeth. _ 

The fragment of skull which Dr. Howe 
has, as well as the tooth, is colored red, 
which must have resulted from their being 
dipped in mercury. This was naturally a 
post-mortem operation. . 

The cavity in the tooth in which the tie 
crustation of iron pyrites is inserted (it is 
loose now and easily comes out) is perfectly 
circular and symmetrical. It argues good 
inatruments and skillful workmanship. The

The little bell taken from the tomb and 
which is also one of Dr. Howe’s valued 
possessions, is green, of course, but it is 
otherwise in perfect .preservation, and it 
tinkles just as audibly as it did when de- 
posited in the tomb thousands of years ago 
by a race of people that has perished.—

And it must not be supposed that the per- 
formances this year were ever bad. ‘“‘ The 
Barber of Seville”’ has never been better 
given, and the same is: true of ‘‘ Martha” 
and Traviata’’ and Lucia.’’ The only 
two really weak spots in the organization 
were Miss Adams and M., Saleza, but when 
you admit their weakness you are tacitly 
paying a high compliment to the general 
excellence of the company when two such 
meritorious artists come in for censure. 

Miss Adams is a charming young singer, 
who fails because she has absolutely no 
originality in her acting; indeed her acting is 
really a minus quantity. She has, however, 
physical advantages of feature and form 
and a voice which, though too small for 
the Auditorium, is nevertheless of pure 
quality and excellently trained. At pres- 
ent Miss Adams is feeling her way, but at 
feast she does nothing which offends the eye 
or the ear and much may be expected of her 
in the future. | 

M. Saleza is distinctly disappointing. He 
came over with a fairly good reputation, 
which he failed entirely to realize. He is 
an exceedingly bad actor.and his voice is so 
ill-placed that it can never be extremely 
pleasing. Once only, in the last act of 
“ Lucia,”” did he come up to expectations. 
His Faust and Romeo are both most in- 
different. But even so, he is not nearly so 
weak a vessel as Cremonini was two seasons 
ago. He only falls short because of the com-. 
pany he is in. 3 

Generally speaking, then. one cause of the 
terribly thin houses on off-nights. was the 
hackneyed nature of the aperas played. It 
is difficult to tell what the public does want; 
but it is almost certain it does not want too 
much Rossini or even too much Gounod, 
The operatic manager with an eye to future 
prosperity must above all things: introduce 
new operas as well as new stars. 

Socially the opera was not a great success 
when it is considered that exactly four boxes 
were sold for the season. Society is not com- 
posed of musical people in any case, and all 
they care about is the presence of stars. 
This year they missed Jean de Reszke and 
Calvé, and they showed their disapproval 
by staying severely away except on the big 
cast nights. It must be remembered, too, 
that since society, so-called, insists on sit-— 
ting in boxes, few of its members can ever be 
said to have heard opera at all, because 
there is all the difference in the world at the 
Auditorium between hearing music from the 
tenth row of the parquet and even the best 
of the boxes. Still, you cannot, under exist- 
ing circumstances, give opera without the 
help of society. It is almost certain that if 
the boxes were always sold the house would 
rarely be half empty, as it often was this 
season. The public comes partly to see 
itself in ite best clothes, and nothing is so de- 
pressing as two rows of empty boxes. 

It entirely depends, then, upon the richer 
people of Chicago whether Mr. Grau brings 
his forces here another year or not. This 
year, without society's aid, the season has 
barely paid expenses, and the stockholders 
will certainly not countenance another visit 
to this city under like conditions. 

But the opera has been so far successful— 
and this is saying a great deal—in that it has 
stirred up several public-spirited people to 
make some endeavor to facilitate things next | 
year. If twenty-five boxes were sold forthe 
season of four weeks Mr. Grau and his com- 
pany might return, but certainly on no leas 
favorable terms. But if he does so he will 
have to ‘‘make good.” He will have to 
bring the best at his command and produce 
his novelties here as well as in New York. 
Chicago, it is probable, will pay for the best 
if it is quite sure that it is getting the best; 
it will not pay a cent for anything less. 

In one way the Chicago season fits in well 
enough as @e rehearsal for New York, but 
then it must be remembered that the orches- 
tra is not the same, and the whole thing has 


to be begun again when Sig. Mancinelli gets 


to New York.’ 

A word must be-said, by the way, for the 
Thomas Orchestra, which in three weeks 
played twelve different operas under three 
different conductors. The performances 
were only criticised in places because per- 
haps rather more was expected of the men 
than was quite fair under the circumstances, 
For, after all, the Thomas Orchestra with- 
out Thomas is a vastly different affair. On 
the whoie their work was most praise- 
worthy and left little to be desired This 
can hardly be said of Sig. Mancinelli or Herr 
Schalk. The latter ig a good, hardworking 
German conductor of the reguiation pattern, 
but to judge by his Chicago performances 
he is absolutely without the divine aflatus. 
He did well enous to escape sertous criti- 
cism and occasionally rose to the occasion, 
but he is not a Seidi or even a Damrosch, 
and that is the end of it. 

It can hardly be supposed that Chicago 
will be content to forego opera on the grand 
scale in the future, and if that fact is fully 
established Mr. Grau’'s season cannot be | 
considered as a failure of any sort. The 
only trouble is that it is almost impossible 
to make opera self-supportirg. It is not 
self-supporting anywhere elee in the world, 
yet the experiment’ of making it so is al- 
ways tried in Chicago—the worst of all 
places, perhaps, because Chicago is without 
a proper opera-house. If next year’s boxes 
are all sold it may even then be made 
profitable without subsidy, but if that is the 
case the experience will be a unique one in 
the history of opera. !

PLANTS FOR WINDOW BOXES. 


Foliage Varieties Commonly ‘Used 
~—Directions for Potting. 


The plants commonly used for window 
boxes are geraniums, fuchsias, begonias, and 
the foliage varieties. Ajl these should be 
potted in October and put into good rich 
soil. The pots should be small, aa it is bet- 
ter to crowd the roots a little than allow 
them too much space. Set the slips in a 
shady place for about a week or ten days, 
when they will throw out new rodts, and 
can then be pleced jn the fullgunlight.. After 
they have begun to show their strength they 
can be repotted or ‘placed in boxes. It is 
not well to put too muoh soll about the 
roots of winter plants intended for bloom- 
ing. 
Window boxes can be made of wood; more 
fancy ones are of tile, set in'a frame of wood 
and lined with gine, the tile.being only a 
veneering on the outer side of the wooden 
frame. 

An ideal window box comes in terra cotta, 
This kind possesses the adyantage of being 
porous, clean, lasting, and conducive nh 
healthy plants.

WOLFF’S WORLD-FAMED DOG. 


- | 
It Assisted Its Master in Delivering 
Innocent Chinese from Torture 

4 and Death. 


Among the celebrated dogs of the world 
must be counted Herr von Schuster, the 
faithful companion of Herr Eugen Wolff, 
the well-known traveler. Herr von Schus-. 
ter’s fame is not due to distinction at dog 
shows or any striking purity of breed or 


] race, but is only a sort of reflected glory, 


as being the property of his master. - 

The incident which brought him into prom- 
inence was pone that happened in China 
shortly afte®the massacres of German mis- 
sionaries, which led to the seizure of Kiao- 
Chou by the imperial government. It was 
first related by Captain Dannhauer, the cor- 
respondent in China of the Berlin Lokalan- 
zeiger. According to his account, Herr Eu- 


gen Wolff arrived in Kiao*Chou some months - 


ago, and was informed by one of the Ger- 
man missionaries that on the Berlin govern-- 
ment demanding the punishment of the mur- 
derers of the missionaries a number of Chi- 
nese had been arrested, more or less at ran- 
dom, accused of attacking the German mis- 
sion, tortured into confession, and- con- 
demned to death. All of them, the surviving 


missionaries averred, were completely inno- — 


cent of the crime with which they were 
charged. ‘ 

The real culprits had been denounced to the 
mandarin, but he refused to have them ar- 
rested. On hearing this Herr Eugen Wolff, 
accompanied by one of the priests of the 
mission as interpreter, went to the court- 
house and sent to ask the mandarin to at- 
tend. When he arrived Herr Wolff demand- 
ed to see the prisoners. At first the man- 
darin demurred, but a more peremptory rep- 
etition of the request led him to give the 
necessary order. He had by this time begun 


to get seriously alarmed, as he thought from ~ 


Herr Wolft’s manner that he must be armed 
with great powers. The Lokalanzeiger de- 
clared that Herr Wolff represented himself 
as sent by the German Legation in Peking, 
hut this he absolutely denies. 

In any case, the frightened mandarin sent 
for the prisoners. When they arrived-Herr 
Wolff went forward to the bench of the 
court, in which there were four seats, sat 


down in the principal one, placed the priest © 
on his right hand, lifted his dog, Herr von 
| Schuster, on to the chair.on his left, and 
p then informed the now trembling mandarin 


that he might occupy*the remaining seat. 
The prisoners were then brought in, and a 
short examination proved the accuracy of 
the priest's statement. Every one of them 
was completely innocent of the crime laid 
to his charge, and had been arrested by the 
mandarin either to wreak private vengeance 
or to get rid of troublesome creditors. Wher 
he saw the impresaion this evidence was 
making on the two Germans the terrified 
functionary hastened to promise to set the 
prisoners free, which he did “ séance ten- 
ante.”’ 
Such is the story told by the Lokalanzel- 
ger, which has contributed to make Herr 
von Schuster one of the most celebrated dogs. 
in Europe. In justice to Herr Wolff, it 
should be stated he denies

Ned Low was 4 fit leader for such a crew. 


Fie was born in the slums af Westminster 
and trained to the form of thievery known 
as “‘kinchin lay ’’—that is, robbery of errand 
children. Then he became a footman in the 
lobby of the House of Commons, where he 
earned a wide reputation in his fraternity as 
a successful gambler. Being of a restless 
disposition, he shipped to Honduras as a log- 
wood cutter. There, in 1720, he persuaded 
twelve of his companions to help him steal 
a small piragua, in which they recklessly 
put to sea. The third day out they captured 
a serviceable sloop and soon after fell in with 
Lowther, who made Low his lieutenant. The 
partnership did not last leng; and after an 
inglorious career Lowther was run upon the 
shore of San Domingo by a vestel of the

One of the most exquisite things that 
fashion has ever given us is painted lace. 
It is a thing that must be done by a master 
in delicate decoration else all the beauty of 
it is lost and it becomes a tawdry thing, but 
the expensive painted laces that one finds 
among the importations are lovely enough to 
be placed in a museum. 

The lace on which the design is painted is 
usually a close firm tulle or net, and the 
design is painted while the lace is laid over 
white cloth and then raised, leaving the most 
delicate tracery, which shows the colorsina 
fascinating shadowiness.

I have seen a beautiful 
sash and corsage decoration belonging to a 
New.

Painted satin and silk have again come into 
favor also and are used for evening gowns, 
but mostly for the marvelous evening wraps 
and mantles that now are of so much im- 
portance in a fashionable woman's ward- 
robe. The designs are of the most delicate 
sort and are painted in a sort of watery 
manner, something after the style of China 
silk. Painted sitk sashes are also worn 
and are of wide taffeta silk tied in huge 
bows at the back; only the ends are 
painted. 

One of. these beautiful painted evening 
mantles has just come to Mrs. Churchill 
from over the sea, and a more beautiful 
thing I have neverseen. * 

It is of cream silk in gros grain, and the 
mantle is cut-in the new dolman fashion, 
with just a hint of sleeve forms made by the 
side seams. It is painted all over with 
bunches of dim, old-fashioned flowers with 


delicate sprays and spirais twining out. 
about each cluster. 


No two of the bouquets 
are painted alike,-which, of course, adds 
enormously to its value. The colors are 
clear in a way, yet there is a soft dimness 
about them a little way off that makes the 
effect perfect. 

The garment is three-quarter length, and 
is flounced all around with rare old lace in 
a delicate cream. This lace forms a cas- 
cade down the-front also. and a scarf of 
lace ties at the throat.

So many of the styles in dress this year 
seem to run to coats. There are all sorts 
and conditions of coat bodices. Long, three- 
quarters, and short, square, round, pointed, 
tab-like, and scalloped, but they are allalike 
in one thing—they fit the figure. I am not 


‘referring to outside coats, but to the coats 


of dresses. 

Some gowns have coats exactly like thcse 
of riding habits, while others are made like 
a man’s dress coat. In fact, the dressmaker 
is searching everywhere for some new icea 
in the coat, and the result is that we have a 
bewildering array of designs. 

In one of these sketches are shown two of 
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these coats, each as widely different from 
the other as .possible. . 

The costyme with the long cutaway coat 
is of purplish cloth, trimmed with black and 
gold embroidery, with a waistcoat of ecru 


-jace and a cravat of the same. The coat is 


drawn tightly over the figure at the back 
and opens in the front with lace covered 
revers. 

The other gown has a short coat with tab 
ends in front, and is of tan cloth, trimmed 
with blagk braiding over emerald green silk, 
while the fitted body or vest is of white vel- 
vet, spotted with black. ae 

The hat is a turban of black felt, trimmed 
with a scarlet rosette of velvet. 

New evening gowns are perfect dreams of 
things, and cost—dear me! what don’t they 
cost? One that is for a belle of a year is 
for dancing, and it looks like some great, 
beautiful flower. It is of chiffon in varying 
tints of pink, from the deepest shade to the 
most delicate sea steel tint next to white. 

The skirt of the gown !s all flounces and 
the lower flounces are of the palest shades, 
while those toward the belt are of the dark- 
est. 
and. the darkést shade commences at the 
belt and mellows off to the palest. There 
are no sleeves, only little ruches of the pale 
pink chiffon crossing on the shoulders, and 
the waist is drawn in by a closely folded 
belt of soft silk in exactly the same shade 
as the dark chiffon. 

Another gown in this same style is in dif- 
ferent shades of green, and the sweet girl

‘Nothing is more popular for evening 
gowns just at present than the beautiful, 
delicate black chantilly lace gowns made 
over white silk.

The white lining shows off the beauty of 
the pattern to perfection, and the gown is 
usually made brilliant by a touch of-some 
color for the belt or a corsage rosette, violet, 
arsenic green, scarlet, and orange being the 
colors oftenest chosen. | 
Another popular black and white com- 
bination is that of a black point d’esprit 
over a white chiffon underdress, the effect 
being marvelously soft and dainty. Thé 
black overdress usually has a circular 
fiounce at the bottom. : 
Such a gown As this was worn at a recent 
dinner, and had a black velvet ceinture 
drawn tight and finished by a black velvet 
rosette. There were no sleeves, only straps 
of lace and chiffon over the shoulders and a 
succession of black velvet rosettes extending 
from one shoulder to the belt, the highest 
rosette being much larger than the others. 
The evening gowns or dressy afternoon 
frocks which now are in highest favor are 
those which are decorated in some ‘special 
design of embroidery or needlework. This 
shows uncommonness and an exclusive and 
expensive design, and only the rich can hope

Vines, flowers, birds, and butterflies are 
also carried out in chiffon, puffed on deft- 
ly, and finished with spangles, beads, or 
tinsel thread.

Perils of this nature which have es-

Any one who has ever traveled on board a 
ship or in the cab of a locomotive, or who 
has visited the engines of some great mine, 
by means of which the air necessary for the 
respiration of the miners is pumped into the 
bowels of the earth, will have observed how 
constant and unremitting is the attention 
which the engineer on duty gives to his ma- 
chinery. No matter how perfect the latter, 
he is forever examining, inspecting, watch- 
ing this piece and that piece, testing or feel- 
ing the bearings. Not a minute does he per- 
mit his attention to swerve from the engines, 
realizing as he does that even the finest ma- 
chinery may break down suddenly and with- 
out any apparent cause. While the machin- 
ery is at work every portion of it is more or 
less subject to a severe strain, which may 
result in the giving way of one or another 
part thereof, where, unless the hand of the 
engineer is almcst in a second at the lever, 
a frightful accident would ensue. The main 
point which I wish to impress is that no 
matter how magnificent or perfect any ma- 
chinery, the really experienced engineer 
never feels himself secure against a brenk- 
down, and is consequently forever on the qui 
vive, his attention literally riveted to his en- 
gines. 

Human Brain a Machine. 

Now, the workings of the human brain are 

infinitely more delicate, and, above all, more 
fragile and liable to break down than steel 
‘or iron machinery, and just in the same 
manner that no machinery is safe from the 
danger of a sudden giving way at the most 
critical moment, a man’s brain, no matter 
how well equipped and powerful, will oc- 
casionally and unaccountably give way, the 
difference being that in this latter instance 
there is no engineer on watch to at once 
put a stop to the human machinery, if I 
may be permitted to use the expression. If 
the Captain of the Mohegan had had by his 
side on the bridge a brother commander, 
who, the moment that he perceived Griffiths 
altering the course of the ship and steering 
it straight on the rocks, would have realized 
that the man was suffering from temporary 
aberration, that his mind had suddenly 
given way, had caused him to be put under 
restraint and had assumed the command of 
the snip, there would not today be over 100 
families on both sides of the Atlantic 
mourning the cruel death of those most nour 
and dear to them. 

The question will naturally arise as to why 
the first officer of the Mohegan, on seeing the 
extraordinary course which the Captain was 
steering, did not venture to remonstrate and 
to realize that something had gone wrong 
with his commander.

Who does not recall the foundering 
of the British battleship Victoria, some 
three or four years ago, off the coast of 
Syria, with more than 600 men on board, 
many of whom were literally sliced to pieces 
by the.cruel screws, which continued churn- 
ing the water until the great ironclad final- 
ly disappeared, bow first, beneath the waves? 
The loss of the Victoria is to be explained 
onty in the same manner as that of the Mo- 
hegan. Like Captain Griffiths of the latter 
vessel, Admiral Sir George Tryon was one 
of the most absteminous of men and experi- 
enced of officers—a naval commander, in 
fact, renowned for his cleverness, his bril- 
liancy, and his skill as a strategist. Those 
who knew him would readily have set him 
down as the one of all their acquaintances 
whose mental balance was. the most weil 
poised and whose sanity the most sound. 
Yet, while on the bridge of his flagship di- 
recting the movements of the Mediterranean 
fleet, of which he was in chief command, 
he suddenly gave an order for a maneuver 
which it was at once apparent to every Cap- 
tain of the squadron must result in disaster. 

Captain the Hon. Maurice Bourke, who 
was his flag Captain, and beside him on the 
bridge, ventured, probably on the strength of 
his social position as brother and heir to the 
‘Earl of Mayo, and as equerry to the Duke of 
Edinburg, to utter a word of remonstrance 
and to point out to his chief that 
a catastrophe must ensue. But he was 
soundly rated by the Admiral for his pre- 
sumption, and a few minutes later, as he 
had foreéeen, the flagshitp was rammed 
amidships by the Camperdown and sunk. 
Here, again, as in the case of Captain Grif- 
fiths on board the Mohegan, Sir George 
Tryon at the last minute seemed to recover 
all his wits, urged the Hon. Maurice to save 
himself,'- and displayed a pathetically 
paternal interest in the safety of the middy 
on duty beside him, whom he forced to don 
the life preserver, thanks to which the lit- 
tle chap escaped. | 

The disaster would have been still greater 
and other ships would doubtless have 
ra ed and sunk one another had not some 
of fhe Captains, as well as Rear Admiral 
Markham, second in comamnd of the squad- 
ron, taken upon themselves to disobey the 
signals of Sir George. The irom mature of 
naval discipline may be perhaps best iHus- 
trated by the fact that the Rear Admiral 
and these Captains were subsequently 
brought before a court-martial at Malta 
and actually censured for that disobedience 
to superior orders, by means of which they 
had saved not only their ships but likewise 
the lives of al) the officers and sailors under 
‘their command. This censure was passed by 
the Malta court-martial upon Rear Admiral 


| 


Markham and the other commanders for 
disobedience to the fatal signals of Sir 
George Tryon, goes far to explain why 
neither the first officer of the Mohegan nor 
any of his subordinates ventured to inter- 
fere with Captain Griffiths when he altered 
the course of his ship and steered it straight 
upon the rocks. 
Some Cases in Point. 

In the case of Sir George, as also of Cap- 
tain Griffiths, the only explanation of their 
issue of insane orders, necessarily leading 
to terrible catastrophes, is that there was a 
sudden and momentary faltilure of brain 
power similar to that species of cranip or 
momentary paralysis which will sometimes 
deprive a man for a few minutes of the use 
of his limbs. Usually this temporary sus- 
pension’ of brain power is the result of 
fatigue of the mind. But intense anxiety 
or excessive absorption in one subject will 
sometimes produce the same effect, as ail 
great chess players are aware. Whoamong 
the experts of this game, which makes such 
heavy demands upon one’s mind, is there 
that does not remember having made wrong 
and stupid moves without, the slightest in- 
tention of doing so, which he can attribute 
to nothing else than momentary aberration, 
or a sort of brief period of daze of the in- 
tellectual faculties? 7 

Curiously enough, these momentary 
‘“‘dwams,”’ as thé Scotch style them—medi- 
cal men describe them by the old French 
word of “‘ petitmal’’—occur precisely to the 
most skillful of chess players just in the 
same way as they happen most frequently 
to men of predominant cleverness and brain 
power in other instances. Among the most 
notable cases of petitmal which I can recall 
at the present minute is that of General 
Sir Pomeroy Colley, one of the most bril- 
liant officers of the English army, who com- 


~manded the British forces in south Africa 


at the time of the crushing defeat of Majuba 
Hill. Discussing this, at first sight, inex- 
plicable disaster one day with Lord Wolse- 
ley, now, Commander-in-Chief of the Eng- 
lish army, he informed me that Sir Pomeroy, 
who had been one. of his most intimate 
friends, was in the habit of being seized, at 
odd and most inconvenient moments, with 
an invincible and unconquerable desire to 
sleep. Lord Wolseley declared that these 


fits, fortunately rare, and known to but few 


of his comrades, would come upon Sir 


' Pomeroy almost without warning, and the 


efforts which he would then make to com- 
bat this almost insane desire to sleep would 
reduce him to a sort of mental stupor, from 
which it was impossible to arouse him, no 
matter what means were adopted for the 
purpose. Lord Wolseley inferred that Sir 
Pomeroy had been ove _by one of 
these fits on Majuba Hill, the sudden loss of 
his head and cf his ordinarily brilliant fac- 
ulties, which threw his command into dis- 
order at the most critical moment of the 
conflict, resulting in defeat, being undoubt- 
edly attributable thereto. Sir Pomeroy, as 
‘every one knows, met with his death during 
the battle by means of a Boer bullet, and 
henee was never able to furnish any ex- 


planation of his.

pean history. Yet neither King Henry nor 


countable only in the manner communicated 
to me by Lord ‘Wolseley. The latter, who is 
one of the most erudite students of military 
history, ancient as well as modern, added 
the not generally known fact that the first 
Napoleon was afflicted with ‘‘ petitmal ”’ in 
the same way as General Sir Pomeroy Col- 
ley, and that his defeats at the battle of 
Leipsic, and likewise at Waterloo, were at- 
tributable to the fact that his mind, prac- 
tically speaking, had stopped work. It was 
this, indeed, that led to the wild legends 
abeut his being at times incapacitated by 
drunkenness. 
‘‘ Petitmal ” in a King. 

Yet another instance of these unaccount- 
able aberrations of mind is one which figures 
in French history. Of all the Kings of 
France Henry II. was the most cunning and 
secretive. Yet one day while hunting in the 
forest of Vincennes he suddenly turned to 
Prince William of Orange, a mere acquaint- 
ance and guest, whom he had every reason 
to distrust, and without any provocation or 
reason revealed to him his monstrous secret 
agreement with King Philip of Spain to end 
all heresy im France, as well as in Spain, by 
a wholesale. massacre of all Protestants. 
That revelation turned the course of Euro- 


the Prince of Orange ever knew or was 
able to account why that secret was re- 
vealed. It can only be ascribed to the sud- 
den and momentary loss of the head, which 
in more recent times has been the cause of 
the loss of the Mohegan and of the Vic- 
toria, as well as of the battles above men- 
tiomed. 

It would be well if these were the only 
instances of this petitmal or temporary 
paralysis of the brain. Yet there is every 
reason to believe that not merely scores, 
put hundreds, nay, even thousands of fatal- 
ities are ascribed to the same reason. It 
will be responsible for the engine driver’s 
occasional inability to distinguish the proper 
signals; for the switchman’s neglect to open 
or close the track, for the contradictory or- 
ders of a General in the field, or of a naval 
commander, or, in fact, for any one of those 
thousands of fatalities small and great, con- 
cerning the causes of which we are likely to 
speculate in vain. And it cannot be denied 
that catastrophes due to causes such as 
these are increasing in frequency to an 
alarming extent precisely because the tax 
to which we are wont to spbject the brain 
nowadays is far more severe and exhaust- 
ing than formerly. Sometimes the disasters 
in question are small, and fail to attract 
more than passing attention. It is only now 
and-again that a catastrophe of tbe magni- 
tude of the loss of the Victoria or of the 
Mohegan occurs to invite more careful re- 
flection as to the possible remedy. 

Search as one may, there is only one 
remedy which can be discovered—namely: 
a division of responsibility. It ig nothing 
more nor less than inviting disaster to stake 
the safety of the lives of hundreds of human 
beings upon the sound workings of one 
usually tired brain, likely to give way sud- 


denly and without warning at any moment,

ments have been made. 
Motive Power from Floats. 


The motor contrivance consists ina series 
of powerful resilient floats with free ends, 
attached to the boat at bow and stern. Each 
float is of four hardened steel plates 19.50 
inches in length, 9.75 inches in breadth, and 
068 inch in thickness at the attached ends, 
thinning out to .0008 inch at the free ends. 
Canvas is spread between the plates, giving 
an area on the upper surface of each float of 


about 138% square feet. In some cases the in- 
ventor has increased the resiliency of the 
floats by means of steel tongues. The floats 
are placed at such a depth that they shall at 
all times be under water. 

The principle upon which the boat pro- 
ceeds is that of the swimming motion of 
fishes, which the inventor has had plenty of 
opportunity of observing in his duties at the 
ZoGlogical Gardens. He made up his mind 
that the swimming motion of the fishes 
which he studied might be imitated mechani- 
cally with good results, and his experiments 
finally crystallized in the discovery of the 
following facts, given in his own words: 

“If powerful, resilient floats be attached 
horizontally, obliquely, or vertically under 
the water line of a floating body, for example 
a boat, in such a manner that the free ends 
of the floats (made of sheet steel or of other 


elastic material, or of some skeleton cov- 


ered by a membrane, like the webbed feet 
of aquatic birds) are directed rearwardly, 
then the boat will move constantly and spon- 
taneously Onward through the waves, by 
reason of the impact of the water on the elas- 
tic floats, the operation of the latter corre- 
sponding essentially to the action of a fish’s 


tall. 
Effect of the Waves. 


“ The resistance encountered in the water 
by the floats, due either to the motion pro- 
Guced by the pitching and rolling of the 
boat.or to the direct pressure produced by 
the impact of masses of water falling on the 
upper surfaces of the floats, causes these 
elastic floats to bend outwardly to a cor- 
responding degree; but as soon as the waves 
have momentarily subsided the floats spring 
back to their initial position. It is evident 
that the striking of the masses of waier 
against the arched surfaces of the floats as 
well as the exertion of force during the back- 
ward springing, gives rise to a force which 
is directed toward the fast ends of the floats 
and which drives the boat in the direction 
of this impulse. Thus, by means of a con- 
tinuous motion of alternate arching and 
backward springing, the boat is put in mo- 
tion, and, @s already remarked, in a direc- 
tion from the free to the fast end of the 
floats. 

“The effect of the floats is the more pro- 
mounced as the motion of the waves is 
stronger and more frequent. Owing to the 
registance encountered by the floats in the 
water, the pitching and rolling of the boat 
are materially reduced.”’ 

After experimenting with the floats in vari- 
©us positions and on various parts of the 
boat, the Inventor found that horizontal 
floats, attached to the ends of the boat where 
the pitching is greatest, gave the best re- 
sults and were simplest to handle. By this 
means he succeeded in achieying a speed 
of two and one-half miles an hour with the 
boat whose dimensions are given above 
against a brisk southerly wind in the Bay 


of Naples, the boat towing a one and one- | 
half inch plank five feet long. The motion |. 


of the boat is entireiy independent of the 
direction of the wind, being governed totally 
by the direction given to the free ends of the 
floats. When the free ends of the floats are 
pointed forward the boat is driven to the 
rear, and vice versa. To get the greatest 
measure Of success the Moats must arch 
themselves in approximately the same 
curves as the caudal fins of dolphins and 
other fishes. Mr. Linden says that his ex- 


perimeyts have shown the speed and effec- 
tiveness to be increased with the length of

“When I first came into the business 
twelve years ago, and noticed how musiy 
and archaic the mottoes were, I suggested 
to my uncle, who was then in charge, that 
we have some new things written that 
would be more up to date, but he sald 
there was no need, that these would do as 
well. My uncle was then quite an old man 
and had been superintendent here for years. 
He had no more idea where the verses we 
were using came from that I have now, but 
he thought they came from the other side 
somewhere, and maybe had been a little 
tinkered up here in the house to make them 
shorter and more serviceable. I’ve had a 
notion two or three times of getting. some 
new ones written, some with hits on wheel- 
ing or golf, and with, maybe, some of the 
taking slang phrases that people use now, 
but 1 never got round to it, and I notice 
that the French and German mottoes that 
come to us from abroad are no more up-to- 
date than ours; are exactly the same as 
when I was a boy; and, for that matter, as 
were used when my father or my grand- 
father was a boy.

The large male gfizzlies in Montana will 


mot average more than 700 pounds when 


fat. Some years ‘ago, however, in Fort 
Renton, the hide of one that measured ten 
feet in length was shown. This bear was 
killed in the Judith Basin, and undoubtedly 
weighed more than 1,000 pounds. Yet, when 
one comes to think of it, 700 pounds is quite 
a weight. The average Eastern milch cow 
will not weigh more that that. And 700 
pounds of bear, when that bear is mad, is a 
bad thing to face, because a grizzly, for 
all his clumsy apearance, is as quick and 
agile as a cat, and carries beneath his hide 
a tremendous amount of vitality: 

The sportsman who is anxious to add the 
skin of a grizzly to his collection of trophies 
should by all means hunt grizzlies in the 


_ spring, preferably in May. In the autumn, 


even up to the timp they retire for the win- 
tex, their fur is not prime, and again, hav- 
ing become rolling fat by gorging themselves 
on berries, they move about little, and that 
mostly at night, so that a hunter might be 
in a good locality for them for weeks and 
never see more of them than their tracks. 
But in the spring, the minute the bear leaves 
his winter quarters, he begins a ceaseless 
tramp for food. Then the wise hunter will 
procure three or four old crippled horses 
and kill them in some favorite places along 


the foothills where bruin is likely to travel. | 


If one has three baits they should be placed 
about five miles apart, and camp made with- 
in a mile or two of the center one. Early 4 
in’ the morning, and again at evening, the 
nearest bait can be visited afoot, and the 
other baits can be watched on alternate days, 
a ten-mile horse-back ride being just good 
exercise for the weakest tenderfoot. Great 
care should be taken in placing the horse 
baits. If possible, find a small hill entirely 
bare of timber or brush which slopes steeply 
down to the west, at the foot of which is 
some heavy pine timber and brush, also 
water. Kill the horse so he will lie about 
fifty yards below the brow of the hill, and, if 
you wish, cut three or four stunted pines 
and stick them side by side on the brow

+ sig to me the mountain sloped down at an 


screen when approaching the bait, or when 
sitting and watching for the bear to appear. 
As on this east slope of the Rockies the 
wind is always blowing from the west, and 
as the bear, having once found the bait, 
will put in his time between gorges lying 
in the thick timber at the foot of the hill, 
there will be no danger of his getting wind 
of the hunter and lighting out for parts 
unknown. Having once found the bait, a 
grizzly will go to it four or five times a day 
and eat until he can hold no more, and when 
not eating he will lie in the nearest thick 
timber to it. 


Baits Soon Disappear. 

It doesn't take a grizzly long to eat upa 
horse. Several years ago a guide went on a 
Spring bear hunt with a Massachusetts 
Sportsman. They killed a horse for bait on 
the side of a hill as just described, and going 
to it the next morning found that two-thirds 
of it had been eaten during the night. They 
gat behind the screen of pines to watch, and 
in-less than an hour three fine grizzlies came 
out from the pines and sauntered up the hill 
to the bait. The fjrst shot the hunter fired 
took one of them in the brain, and he sank 
down without a kick, while the others sat 
up on their haunches and gazed stupidly 
around. The next shot brained another one, 
and the remaining one, and the largest of 
them all, started to run. But a ball through 
the heart keeled him over, and so in less‘than 
@ minute they had three fine grizzlies, all 
of good size and wearing thick coats of prime 
fur. 

About a week after they made this killing 
they went down to the river one afternoon 
‘to catch trout, and on the way home about 
sundown thought they would take a look 
at the bait and see if more bears had visited 
it. They reached the brow of the bill, and 
looking carefully over found that the bait 
was gone. Going down to where it had 
lain, they saw that it had been dragged 
down the hill into the timber. Following 
the sign slowly and carefully some twenty 
or thirty yards into the pines, they suddenly 
eaw a iarge grizzly lying by the remains. 
His head was obscured by a pine tree, but 


the whole of his immense body was in plain 


view. The sportsman, who carried the rifle, 
took deliberate aim af a jpoint just behind 
the shoulder and fired. With a howl of rage 
and pain the animal jumped from his bed, 
looked at us, and jumping into the brush 
quickly disappeared. The hunter had been 
unable to get another shot on account of the 
emoke, which obscured his view. They took 
up the trail, finding blood on each side of it, 
showing that the bear had been shot through 
and through, and on a broad leaf, beside a 
Spattering of crimson, they found a small 
piece of splintered bone. They followed 
the trai! carefully for a half mile or more, 
and then, night coming on, they went home, 
intending to resume the hunt in the morn- 
ing. But that night it rained, washing out 
ail signs of the bloody trail, and so they 
never found the bear. ' 

Although having shot, and also been in at 
the death of a number of grizziies, the writer 
has never had the fortune, or rather mis- 
fortune, to be charged by one; consequently, 
the experience of friends will have to be 
G@rawn on to show the ferocious side of old 

_tong claw’s nature. John H. Harris, one of 
our cattle kings, tells an amusing story of 
@ bear hunt he once had; that is, it’s amusing 
now, but at the time it happened it wasa 
serious enough matter to him. . 

™ When I came to this country,’’ he said, 


> “there wasn’t a thing to do but whack bulls

“Well, I was about forty yards ahead of 
the bear when I reached my horse, and I 
didn’t even touch the stirrup, but vaulted 
into the saddle at one leap and dug my heels 
into his flanks. as hard as I could. This 
startled the animal, for he wasn’t used to it, 
and he started off as fast as he could go. 
But in the excitement I had forgotten all 
about the piéket rope, and when the horse 
reached the end of it he turned a grand sum- 
merset in the air, and I went flying through 
space beyond him and fell to the ground with 
# thud which knocked the wind out of me, 
my rifle disappearing in some other direction 
among the high grass, By the time the 
horse regained his feet the bear was upon 
him, and then they had it up and down the 
length of the picket rope for what seemed 
tomeanage. Having but one good forefoot, 
the bear could not grasp the horse and hang 
on. Had he been able to do so he would have 
killed it in two minutes, but he did the best 
he could, and chased it up and down, occa- 
sionally biting a mouthful out of its tall and 
scarring its haunches with: his sound fore- 
claw. 

An Old Hunter’s Experience. 

“All this time I sat still, not daring to 
move, even to look for my rifle, for the 
wind was quite knocked out of me. Tf 
couldn't run, and I knew my only chance 
was to keep quiet, and then, perhaps, the 
grizzly would not: notice me. At last the 
bear got out of breath and sat down on his 
haunches, panting, the foam dropping out of 
his mouth, He gazed at the horse a while, 
and then looking. around spled me. He 
straightened up and acted as if he was going 
to charge, but he seemed to think better of 
it and resumed his sitting position and 
gazed agein at the horse and then at me, 
alternately, for what seemed like hours, and 


or 400 yards into another patch of brush. 
Then I looked about for my rifie, and, find- 
ing it, I untied the picket rope dnd quietly 
led what was left of my horse to camp. His 
tail had been chewed off almost entirely, and 
his quarters were fearfully lacerated. The 
next day I got my partners to accompany me 
to the scene of the battle, and we found the 
bear, a large, old grizzly, dead in the brush 
patch. The bullet which entered his body 
had pierced a lung, and, cutting the liver, 
had ranged back into the intestines.” , 
Not far from here lives a half-breed named 
Frank Monroe, who in his day had been a 
noted hunter. But he will hunt no more, 
owing to. a little misunderstanding he had 
with a band of grizzlies at Two Medicine 
Lake a couple of years ago. The servis 
berries were ripe and Monroe’s ‘women folks 
were anxious to gather a quantity of thein 
for winter use, so he good-naturedly hitehed 
up a'team and drove them to the foot of the 
lake, Where the fruit was known to be 
abundant. While the women and children 
were gathering the berries he fished awhile 
and, having soon caught enough trout for 
the evening meal and for breakfast, he 
roped one of his team, and, straddling the

When a patent of nobility is granted the 
recipient has to pay heavy “ registration 
fees,’ the said fees going to enrich the na. 
tional exchequer. Hence, if the national ex. 
chequer be in a bad way—and it would be 
easy to name some which are chronically 
afflicted in that manner—the  sovereigy 
*“deigns’’ or “is graciously pleased” t 
confer a Marquisate upon this and a Duke. 
dom upon that faithful subject. The fact 
is heralded in the official organ, but the con- 
tingent fact, that those subjects had dip.

In Great Britain the fees are not so high 
On the creation of a Duke the registratienef 
the royal letters patent costs $2,000; in the 
case of a Marquis, the fee is $1,500; and so the 
price goes down—$1,250 for an Earl, $1,000 fr 
a Viscount, $750 for a Baron, $500 for a Bar- 
onet, and only $150 fora Knight. It wil he 
se@n from these figures, and from a brief 
concrideration of our revenues, that titlesare 
not granted here for the sake of the fees. 
Distinctions and ‘*‘ handles’’ to your name 
cannot be purchased so cheaply in the United 
Kingdom; they cost considerably more than 
that. 

What do they cost and where do you apply 
forthem? It depends largely upon your om 
liberality and how that liberality is math 
fested, 

One favorite and effective way of buying 
a title in this country is to attach yourself 
to one of the two great political parties and 
contribute largely to that party's election 
fund. You contest a constituency to make 
yourself prominent, or you purchase a news
